San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
Rudolph Spreckels, youngest son of Claus 
Spreckels, sugar king and friend of Queen 
Lilluokalani, sailed for Honolulu today on 
the steamer City of Peking. His mission is 
to face President Dole and his Cabinet, by 
whom he is charged with treason against the 
Hawalian Government. 
Spreckels will undoubtedly be arrested 
upon the arrival of the City of Peking. The 
charge of treason was preferred against 
Spreckels by Dole after the Hawaiian upris- 
ingayearago. He was accused of supplying 
the revolutionists with arms and funds, and 
in one instance giving the ex-Queen $10,000 
to aid in carrying out her plans to overthrow 
the republican government and place her 
niece, Princess Kaiulani, on the throne.

Judge Goggin, who the police say releases 
more prisoners on writs of habeas corpus 
than any other Judge in the city, made these 
remarks yesterday when Herbert Northrup 
offered to plead guilty to stealing a bicycle 
on condition that he should not be sent to the 
penitentiary. Judge Goggin refused to ac- 
cept the plea, and in his remarks added to 
what has been quoted: 

‘“‘I want it understood that any person 
who pleads guilty to or is convicted of theft

WELLS WINES, AGED 85 YEARS, IS 
ABANDONED BY HIS SON, 


Proprietor of a Cigar Store at Evans 
Avenue and Forty-fifth Street Says 
He Can No Longer Contribute to the 
Support of His Parent, Who Goes 
to Dunning te Inspect What He 
Thinks Will Be His Last Home—One 
Meal a Day for Two Months. 

Wells Wines, broken in spirit and hopeless, 
declared yesterday he had two alternatives, 
suicide or the poorhouse, and, trembling un- 
der the weight of 85 yesrs, he took atrain to 
Dunning, at the county’s expense, to make 
his choice. He inspected the poorhouse 
without revealing his mission, simply telling 
Warden Morgan he was looking for employ- 
ment. Late at night he returned to a room 
at No. 442 Forty-fifth street, which he must 
vacate this morning, convinced death was 
his oni, hope of peace. 

The case is one of pathetic interest. For 
the last two months the old man has been 
living in this room provided by his son, E. T. 
Wines, Evans avenue and Forty-fifth street. 
During that time, it is said, he has had two 
twenty-one-meal tickets at a nearby restau- 
rant—less than a meal aday. He has been 
accustomed to smuggle into his room little 
parcels of food, and the kind-hearted land- 
lady, pretending not to notice the maneuvers, 
has taken him a cup of tea or coffee to drink 
with his rolls or doughnuts.

pride along with him. It is now 
stated upon leaving Durban the

-rooms opening into it. In other 

lrespects they were treated on the 
8 {same footing of first-class pas- 
sengers and served with the same 
food, wine, liquors, and tobacco. 

Before the vessel lifted anchor 
‘Jameson made an emphatic ex- 
pression of indignation at such 
treatment. He said he would rather be in 
the hands of President Kruger. He caused 
a telegram to be sent to the Colontal pore: 
tary complaining that he and his associates 
were mixed up with warrant officers and sol- 
diers’ families. By the time the ship reached 
Zanzibar the government ordered the officer 
jn charge to remedy the cause of the com- 
plaint. Then the high-toned prisoners were 
screened apart from the inferior people 
aboard the ship and were allowed to use the 
first-class smoking-room and deck. 

Now the prisoners are described by the 
- London evening papers as swashbucklers 
and a very aristocratfe lot. They say they 
look like a band of noblemen. Doctor Jim 
is the shortest of the lot. He has not struck 
the London public as anything more than a 
stunted slender figure in a slouch hat, blue 
sailor cravat, and rough overcoat. Most of 
the party are like American cowboys togged 
out for ranch work. 

Real blue blood does exist among a few. 
It flows in the veins of Sir John Willoughby, 
Major; the Hon. H. F. White, brother 
of Capt. White, who are both sons of Lord 
Annerley; and C. P. Foley, son of Gen, 
Sir George Foley. The bits of toadyism in 
the newspapers, like the tumultuous ap- 
plause in the Bow street court-room yes- 
terday, represent a considerable share of 
english feeling, which seeks to make 
heroes out of a lot of adventurers who can 
thank divine providence that they were not 
shot down in their tracks by the Boers, or 
hung if they escaped shooting. 

One of the members of the noble-looking 
contingent has already been arrested for 
an embezzlement committed before he woes 
to South Africa. Maj. Heany is the single 
American who came with the prisoners. He 
has mysteriously disappeared, though a 
score of reporters are searching for him.

Pictares Taken by New Device. 


At a meeting of the Royal Photographic 
Society last night Frederick Ives, formerly 
a well-known Philadelphian, exhibited his 
stereoscopic photo-chromoscope. His pho- 
tographs produced absolutely faithful colors 
of a Cloisonne vase, a blue and white jar 
full of flowers, and a box of colored can- 
dies. The pictures are first taken on a plate 
sensitive to all colors. The plate is next cut 
into four strips of equal width. On each 
strip are a pair of the picture's positives. 
These four strips are bound and hinged to- 
gether by means of a black tape. 

The second strip, counting from the top, 
‘3 covered with black paper. Four strips are 

.ow placed in position in the stereoscopic 
‘noto-chromoscope, and a strong light from 
‘n incandescent gas burner, softened by a 
sheet of ground glass interposed, is thrown 
‘y means of a mirror into the apparatus.

CAUSES SECESSION FROM CHURCHES. 


Cost of Confirmation Dresses Forces 
the Poor to Keep Away in Berlin, 
‘SPECIAL CABLE BY HENRY W. FISCHER.] 
Berlin, Feb. 26.—{[Copyrighted, 1806, by the 
New York Journal.]|—There has occurred of 
late a-startling secession en masse of the 
Metropolitan Proletarians from the churches. 
It has been a time-worn custom on the part 
of the poorer parents of the working classes 
to accept confirmation dresses and suits for 
their children from the charity committees 
of the various parishes. These annual gifts 
by the church people had for their object not 
only the spiritual but also the temporal wel- 

fare of the needy bread-winners. 

Of late these gifts have not been accepted 
with good grace. Last year the names of 
all the recipients were registered, and sub- 
sequently they were erased from the poll- 
ing lists as paupers, As a result of dema- 
gogic agitation the poorer parents now wili 
not permit their children to be confirmed, 
as they cannot afford the expensive 
luxury of confirmation dresses, and prefer 
to refuse the benevolence of the Charity 
committee to the loss of franchise. They 
would rather be called dissenters than to 
acknowledge themselyes as paupers. 

In the face of this and other bitter opposi- 
tion the church in Berlin and other large Ger- 
man cities is making tremendous efforts to 
regain the confidence of the Socialists, seek- 
ing to convince them that there is nothing in 
the Christian agitation which will prevent 
the party's agitation for equal liberty for all 
men. 


Suffering in Large Cities. 

The big strike here has resulted in draw- 
ing the attention of the affluent and of the 
wealthy nobility to the terrible sufferings 
of the poor in large cities. This winter es- 
pecially has proven a hard one for the strug- 
giers for bread. 

Emperor William has ordered that a spe- 
cial report be submitted to him on the hard- 
ships of the chronic poor of Berlin. He de- 
mands also the names of the more worthy, 
who strive to maintain a decent appearance 
and who constitute the large proportion of 
the element which protests against the ac- 
tion of the Charity committee, which per- 
sists in publishing their names and branding 
them as paupers. 

It is believed the report will disclose a great 
Geal of red tape on the part of the church 
people. The latter are accused of neglecting 
the poorer classes and soliciting the patron- 
age of the wealthy only. This accusation,

between themselves and their landlords. 

Continuing, Mr. Balfour said that the adop- 
tion pf a bill providing for the payment of 
money to those who refused to pay their ob- 
ligations was another step downward in the 
demoralization of Ireland. The govern- 
ment’s land bill, he’ asserted, would deal 
with the matter in an adequate manner. 

Mr. A. J. Balfour said he thought the bill 
would strengthen the hands of members in 
asserting that under the same circumstances 
the tenants could resort to the same plan of 
campaign.

MUST HAVE FORCE TO BACK IT. 
England’s First Lord of theAdmiralty 
Believes in a Good Navy. 
London, Feb. 26.—Mr. G. J. Goschen, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, speaking at Lewes- 
ton, said conciliation, negotiation, and arbi- 
tration might be valuable, but woe to the 
nation lacking the courage or means to back 
its opinion by its own resources. The new 
system of log-rolling and bartering for al- 
liances, he said, had displaced the old sys- 
tem of a balance of power between European 
nations. England was not clever at this 
game, he added, and held aloof, although her 
alliance was courted by several groups of 

powers. 

‘Our isolation, therefore,”’ Mr. Goschen 
continued, “is not one of weakness, but of 
freedom to act independently. This has 
caused misunderstandings. But it might be 
hoped that recent complications have sLown 
our neighbors that the national spirit is not 
dead and that on certain occasions we might 
be combustible. Without betraying secrets 
I might say that a very distinguished Ger- 
man statesman, not Prince Bismarck, has 
been convinced for years that England 
could not be moved to war by anything short 
of an attack on her central interests in this 
country. That was a dangerous fallacy, 
which has now prohably been dislodged.”’ 

He was able to say, Mr. Goschen added, 
that the relatious with the German Emperor 
were now as cordial as they could possibly 
be. He concluded with a reference to the 
necessity for a powerful fleet. 

Arbitration Spirit in Boston. 

Boston, Mass., Feb: 26.—More than a score 
of prominent Massachusetts men met atthe 
home of Robert Treat Paine on Beacon Hill 
tonight to discuss the subject df a perma- 
nent system of arbitration between the 
United States and Great Britain.

EGYPT QUESTION DOES NOT COME UP. 


No Verification of the Reported Action 
by Turkey. 

London, Feb. 26.—Inquinies were made at 
the Foreign Office and at the Turkish em- 
bassy today regarding the dispatch from 
Constantinople, published by the Times this 
morning, saying that the Marquis of Salis- 
bury has sent a reply to the invitation for- 
warded to Great Britain by the Sultan, 
through the Turkish Ambassador here, to 
regulate the situation in Egypt, with suze- 
rain power for Great Britain on the basis of 
guarantees being furnished for the security 
of communications between England and 
India. 

The Premier was said to have answered 
that the propositions were too vague, and 
the Sultan, thereupon, was reported to have 
appointed a commission to formulate defi- 
nite proposals on the subject. 

The Turkish Ambassador had already de- 
nied submitting any such proposals to the 
British Minister for Foreign Affairs, and at 
the Ottoman embassy today the officials 
present disclaimed having any knowledge of 
a reply having been sent to the Sultan on 
this or any other subject recently. 

The British Foreign Office officials were 
equally emphatic in professing complete 
ignorance of the whole matter. 


Favor Universal Arbitration.

STATE OF WAR IN CUBA 


FRIENDS OF THE PATRIOTS IN THE 
HOUSE WILL SAY SO. 


Resolution Has Been Formulated by 
Representatives Which Will Meet 
the Situation Without Antagoniz- 
ing the Administration—Foreign 
Relations Committee Will Express 
the Opinion of Congress and Leave 
the Rest with the President. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[{Special.]-—- 

While the Senate has been busy splitting 

hairs on the constitutional question whether 

Congress has the right to recognize the 

Cuban patriots as belligerents, the friends of 

the insurgents in the House have been formu- 

lating a sensible resolution which meets the 


Situation perfectly and will not in any way 


antagonize the administration. 

This is a clean-cut declaration of the opin- 
ion of Congress that there is a state of war 
in Cuba, requesting the President to issue a 
formal proclamation recognizing that fact, 
and to proclaim neutrality as between the 
two parties. The debate in the Senate has 
developed the fact that the Upper House of 
Congress is nearly unanimous in favor of 
recognizing the belligerent rights of the in- 
surgents, but as usual in such cases the 
Senators have largely ignored the resolution 
they are supposed to be discussing and are 
quarreling among themselves whether Con- 
gress or the President has the necessary 
power. ) 

The resolution submitted by the Foreign 
Relations committee does not involve this 
question at all as it simply expresses the 
opinion of Congress. If passed by both 
Houses it would undoubtedly voice that opin- 
ion officially, even if the President did not 
sign it. 


Cleveland's Position Sympathetie. 

There is not the slightest evidence that 
Mr. Cleveland is not ready and willing to 
accede to a request by Congress to issue the 
usual proclamation of neutrality. The Cu- 
ban sympathizers in the House have there- 
fore taken the right course in the matter. 
If their resolution requesting the President 
to act is passed by both branches it will ex- 
press the opinion of Congress and will then 
leave the responsibility for formal action 
upon the President. 

The seizure of the steamer Bermuda in 
New York and the arrest of Gen. Garcia at 
the same time have furnished the friends 
of Cuba with a powerful argument for im- 
mediate action. They call attention to the 
fact that on the request of the Spanish Min- 
ister, who furnished information received 
{rom detectives and paid informers, all the 
power of»-the United States Govern- 
ment was exerted to prevent the 
shipment of arms and munitions of war for 
the use of the insurgents in Cuba, Follow- 
ing close upon the disaster to the ill-fated 
Steamer Hawkins, which was endeavoring 
tO escape from the patrol set upon it by the 
(United States navy, two severe blows have 
been dealt. the insurgent forces by the ac- 
tion of this country. 

it is pointed out that if the belligerency 
of the insurgents was recognized and a 
proclamation of neutrality issued they would 
have the same rights in the ports of the 
United States as are now enjoyed by the 
Spanish. They could then 
in the open market and send them to sea, 
taking their chances of meeting with Span- 
ish men-of-war, but absolutely free from 
interference from the armed forces of the 
United States. 

What Spain Can Do. 

At present the Spaniards can come into our 
ports and buy rifies and cannons and ammu- 
nition by the carload in the open market 
and ship them to Cuba without interference, 
while the poor patriots are compelled to 
tnake their purchases in secret and then run 
the risk of being captured by United States 
revenue cutters and fleet cruisers. 

The friends of Cuba in the House are de- 
termined that this state of affairs shall exist 
no longer if they can possibly help it. They 
will formulate a respectful request to Pres- 
ident Cleveland. If he declines to act they 
will attempt to secure by statute what they 
fail to obtain through an executive procia- 
mation. Better days are in store for Cuba 
in this country, for the sentiment in Con- 
gress is simply overwhelming and the neces- 
sity for immediate action becomes more ap- 
parent day by day. 

Senator Allen today gave notice of his in- 
tention to offer the following amendment to 
the resolution on Cuba presented by the 
Committee on Foreign Relations: 

* Resolved, That the President of the Unit- 
ed States be and is hereby authorized and 
requested to issue a proclamation recogniz- 
ing the Republic of Cuba as it exists under 
the Constitution and form of government 
proclaimed at Jimaguaya under President 
Cisneros in May, 1895, as a free and inde- 
pendent nation, and according the Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary 
of said republic all the rights and privileges 
accorded to the Minister of the Government 
of Spain.’’ .

TWENTY QUIET VILLAGERS. 
Spanish Cruelty to the Harmless In- 
habitants of Guatao, 

Key West, Pla., Feb. 26.—[(Special.]— 
Spanish cruelty ran riot in the Village of 
Guatao, twelve miles fram Havana, on last 
Saturday. The official ‘report of what oc- 
curred there stated that a Spanish column 
under the Marquis de Cervera had _ er- 
countered the insurgent bands under 
Villaneuve and Acosta and had defeated 
them, killing twenty and capturing fifteen 
prisoners. What really happened was that 
twenty peaceable villagers of Guatao were 

murdered in cold blood by the Spaniards. 

The Spaniards under Cervera met the 
bands under Villaneuve and Acosta at Punta 
Irava, two miles from Guatao. The insur- 
gents being outntimbered dispersed and 
there were no losses on either side. The 
Spanish column then proceeded to Guatao, 
a town of about 400 inhabitants, and pro- 
ceeded to fire indiscriminately. 

The inhabitants fled in terror to the fields, 
several being shot down as they fled. Many, 
however, hid in their houses. The Spanish 
apidiers entered the houses and shot every 
person they could find. Three men who were 
ill were butchered in bed. Some of those 
killed are José Cantrera, Pedro Amandor, 
Pascual Chaves, Vidal Prito, Francisco 
Lozga, tl. Inisamo, M. Hernandez, Ascadio 
Garcia, Francisco Sales, and Pancho Chico. 
Names of the other victims could not be 
learned. 

A milkman who was wounded concealed 
himself in his house. The soldiers followed 
and killed him in his room. A woman, whose 
husband was hid in his bedroom, stood at 
the door and begged for his life. She was 
bayoneted and her husband killed. 

Three brothers named Chaves, who live jin 
Havanay were at Guatao on Saturday visit- 
ing their mother. One was shot dead as he 
ran and the other two taken. 

In addition to the twenty citizens butch- 
ered at Guatao, five prisoners taken at Punta 
Brava were shot to death. Those not killed

CUBAN BANKER I18S HELD IN BAIL. 
Arrested in New YVork Charged with 
Conspiring Against Spain, 
York, Feb. 26.—[Special.j}—The gov- 
ernment has not arrested all the alleged 
Cuban filibusters it wants, and warrants 
for several more are in the hands of United 
States Marshals. 

Bernardo J. Buedo, a Cuban banker and 
planter, who is alleged to be high in the 
councils of the Junta, called at the Federal 
Building today on business. 

As soon as he mentioned his name a 
Deputy Marshal stepped up to him and 
told him that he was under arrest. Buedo

SENSATION IN CAPT. WIBORG’S TREL 
Counsel Asks to Have Room Cleared 
for Fear of Spain. 

- Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 26.—The taking of 
testimony Was concluded im the United 
States Court this afternoon in the trial of 
Capt. Wiborg and Mates Johansen and 
Petersen of the Danish steamship Horsa, 
charged with carrying an armed military 
expedition to the Cuban insurgents last 

November. 

Capt. Wiborg was the only witness for the 
defense, and when he was about to take the 
stand Capt. Ker of ‘counsel for the defense 
asked the court to clear the room during 
Wiborg’s testimony and to request the news- 
papers not to publish it, because any per- 
son who heard it could make an affidavit of 
the testimony to the Spanish Government, 
which would cause the forfeiture of Wi- 
borg’s life if he ever again set foot on Span- 
ish soil. Judge Butler replied that he was 
aware of this, but he could make no such 
order. 

Capt. Wiborg’s only defense was that he 
acted under orders from the steamship 
company which employed him. He ad- 
mitted having suspected the purpose of the 
expedition, and boldly declared that had he 
known it positively he would have taken it 
just the same. 

The technical defense is that this was not 
an armed expedition under the meaning of 
the law. The arguments will be concluded 
tomorrow. 


PATRIOT PATROL ABOUT THE ISLAND 


Filibusters Reasonably Certain of 
Falling Among Friends. 

New York, Feb. 26.—Dr. Joatuin Castillo, 
a Cuban General, has just arrived in this 
city on a mission from the insurgents in the 
field.

CLERGY FOR THE REBELS. 


RELIGIOUS TINGE TO THE REVOLU- 
TION IN NICARAGUA, 


That the Disturbance Will 
Spread All Over Central America— 
Clericals Said to Fear the Growing 
Popularity of the United States in 
Latin America as Tending to Ex- 
tend Liberalism—Richest Element 
Is Against Zelayna—Foreign News. 

[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 26.—[Copy- 
righted, 1806, by the Press Publishing Com- 
pany, New York World.}]—There are signs 
that the revolution in Northern Nicaragua 
may spread all over Central America. It has 
a distinctly religious cast and the Leonists 
Can count on the aid of the clergy, not only 
in the republic, but in the four other republics 
as well. 

The clericals fear the growing popularity 
of the United States in Latin America and 
also fear American control of the canal. 
The growth of American ideas here is re- 
garded as tending to extend liberalism, 
which the clergy desires to stamp out. 

New York priests whom Zelaya banished 
are said to be fanning the flames of the rev- 
olution. The Liberals have no confidence in 
the ostentatfous display of sympathy for 
Zelaya by leading Conservatives in this city. 
It is believed that it is only a device to lull 
apprehensions and give the revolution time 
to grow. 

Little Aid for Zelaya. 

President Zelaya cannot hope for aid from 
the Conservatives, the richest, most influ- 
eitial people in the country. It is now 
known that some of the leading military 
officers adhere to that party. 

Conservative leaders have been growing 
suspicious of Zelaya, whose desire to as- 
sume a dictatorship has been apparent, al- 
though dented by his friends. 


All of the influence of the highest social 


Classes is thrown against Zelaya, whose at- 
titude against the clergy has incensed them. 
It is openly asserted that the clerical party 
throughout Central America expects to gain 
control of all the governments and to re- 
store the ancient privileges of the church. 
Guatemala Ripe for Revolution. 

Guatemala is ripe for revolution owing to 
the deep-seated dissatisfaction of the in- 
telligent portion of the people with the mill- 
tary rule of Barrios, whose humble extrac- 
tion and record for cruelty have turned the 
upper class against him. 

President Bonilla, in Honduras, is showing 
liberal tendencies. He would be likely to give 
more power to Congress and to become 
merely the executive, but his party (Clerical) 
ingists on his retaining supreme dictatorial 
powers. 

Zelaya is exceedingly apprehensive, as the 
revolution in Nicaragua shows every sign 
of increasing strength. 

President Guiterrez in Salvador has just 
reorganized the military departments on the 
Guatemalan frontier, and is prepared for any 
trouble. 


TROUBLE IS FEARED IN NICARAGUA. 


Revolution Shuts Off Communication 
with the United States. 

New York, Feb. 26.—The Anglo-American 
Cable company this afternoon sent out a no- 
tice saying that advices received from 
Berne show that communication is inter- 
rupted with Matagalpa, the Provinces of 
Leon and Chicandega, Republic of Ni- 
caragua. 

Washington, DPD. C., 
Department has Seen advised by United 
States Minister ttaker of the threatened 
revolution in Nicaragua, and the Minister 
has also asked to have a United States war- 
ship stationed at Corinto, although the of- 
ficials will not confirm or deny this. Prob-

It should, however, reach Acapulco 
by Saturday or Sunday, and it will there re- 
ceive orders to turn southward again and 
go to Corinto. Although this will be done in 
deference to Minister Baker’s request, it is 
not believed at the State or Navy Depart- 
ment that an emergency existsin Nica- 
ragua, or at any rate one that could be met 
by stationing a warship on the west coast, 
far removed from communication with the 
interior towns, where the revolutionary 
movement has its strength.

ARSENE HOUSSAYE DIES IN PARIS. 


Famous Litterateur Passes Away at 
the French Capital. 

Paris, Feb. 26.—Arsene Houssaye ifs dead. 
Arsene Houssaye, French littérateur, was 
born at Bruyeres in 1815, and came at an 
early age to Paris to seek fame. He began 
in 1836 with two romances which already 
showed the style which has characterized 
him since. The friendship of Jules Janin 
and of Theophile Gautier and the fortunate 
collaboration of Jules Sandeau helped him to 
make a place in literature. His essays on 
art criticism attracted great attention at this 
time and subsequently. In the revolution of 
1848 M. Houssaye took part in politics and 
was a candidate of the Democratic party in 
his department, but was defeated. In 1849, 
at the request of Mile. Rachel, he became 
administrator of the Comédie Francaise, 
which he released from debt and put on a 
prosperous footing. 

Rear-Admiral Joseph Fyffe. 

Pierce, Neb., Feb. 26.—Rear-Admiral Jo- 
seph Fyffe, U. 8. N., retired, died in this city 
at 10:20 o’clock last night after an illness of 
about three weeks, His death was the re- 
sult of a complication of diseases arising 
from grip. Admiral Fyffe was born at Ur- 
bana, O., July 26, 1832, was in the sea service 
forty-seven years, having worked his way to 
his rank from the lowest positions. He re- 
ceived his prombtion as Rear-Admiral two 
years ago, and six days after receiving his 
commission was placed on the retired list. 
He came to Pierce eighteen months ago to 
make improvements upon his property. His 
remains will be taken to Urbana for inter- 
ment.

Judge W. R. Smith. 

Washington, D. C.; Feb. 26.—Judge Will- 
fam Russell Smith died here today. He was 
born at Russellville, Ky., in 1815, and was a 
great-grandson of Gen. William Russell of 
revolutionary fame. Judge Smith was 
prominent in Alabama affairs: was elected 
to the United States Congress in 1851 and 
served three terms, was a member of the 
Alabama secession convention, where he 
made strenuous efforts to prevent secession, 
and later served in the Confederate Con- 
gress. He was the author of many poetical 
works and classical translations. 


Gen. David Morrison. 

New York, Feb. 26.—Gen. David Morrison 
is dead at his home in this city. He was 
born at Glasgow in 1823, but came to this 
country at the age of 19. He engaged in the 
brass manufacturing business soon after- 
ward and has had his warerooms at No. 55 
West Sixteenth street for many years. Gen. 
Morrison went to the war as Captain of the 
Seventy-ninth Highlanders, a volunteer regi- 
ment of Scotchmen from this State. He sub- 
sequently became Colonel of the regiment, 
commander of the Ninth Army Corps, and 
on March 18, 1865, was made Brevet Briga- 
dier-General. 


Samuel Edison, 

Norwalk, O., Feb. 26.—Samuel Edison, fa- 
ther of Thomas A. Edison, the inventor, 
died here tonight after an illness of several 
weeks aged 91 years. Mr. Edison left his 
home at Milan, O., just before the holidays, 
intending to visit his son in New Jersey and 
at his winter home in Florida.

Native American Silver. 


Mr. Baker (R., Kas.) asked if Mr. Allen 
could agree to deliver the six Populistic 
votes for a tariff bill, with an amendment 
restricting coinage to silver produced by 
American mines. 

“I have not consulted my colleagues on 
that,”’ responded Mr. Allen, “and I do not 
undertake to direct the Populist vote be- 
yond this specific proposition. Personally, 
I would not agree to it.”’ 

There was some discussion over the merits 
of Mr. Baker’s suggestion. The Allen com- 
promise bill went to the table temporarily. 

Mr. Carter (R., Mont.) then took the floor 
for the speech which had been anticipated 
with keen interest, defining his attitude on 
the tariff bill. He spoke with great carnest- 
ness, and with a deliberateness which em- 
phasized every word. His statement at the 
outset that he had “ no apologies to offer *’ 
was given with explosive force. 

Senator Carter replied to the criticisms 
offered by Senators Morrill and Sherman 
yesterday by urging that the House revenue 
tariff bill was not a Republican measure. 

‘“‘Recently certain self-constituted cen- 
sors of party actton,’’ Mr. Carter continued, 
“have been pleased to denominate the Re- 
publicans who voted against the bill as con- 
spirators against the public weal; others 
have gone so far as to invite them to relieve 
the party of their obnoxious presence.”” He 
declared that the silver Republicans believed 
they were right and were firm in their party 
allegiance. 


Praises Cleveland’s Astuteness. 


Mr. Carter said that business depression 
in this country followed the election of 182, 
because tariff reform meant free trade, and 
continued: 

“At this momentous point a spark of 
genius appeared in one of the most deter- 
mined men this country has ever known. 
When the history of our times shall be writ- 
ten Mr. Cleveland will be accorded the honor 
of having displayed the most marvelou# 
political tact of any man of his time.” 

Continuing he said: 

‘‘In due time the present Congress as- 
sembled, and the President does not call for 
more revenue, pertinaciously insisting that 
the reveune laws are all right, but calling 
for authority to issue bonds so as to facili- 
tate the retirement of the greenbacks and his 
operations in an increase of the public debt. 
There is some doubt about the success of 
the operation. Mutterings are heard about 
the previous bond sale—when, lo and be- 
hold, there comes another exhibition of 
genius. A venerable dispute of the age of 
three-score and ten, concerning a strip of 
swamp land in Venezuela, is pushed upon 
the country with a war-like demonstration, 
and we are proudly informed that the same 
hand that authorized the tearing down of the 
flag at Honolulu will sustain the govern- 
ment at all hazards, even to the terrors of 
war. By this time the Republicans of the 
East became used to bobbing up and down 
like a cork on the water at the suggestion of 
the President, and instantly we see a reso- 
lution passed appropriating $100,000 for a 
commission to advise the executive on points 
on which ample: facilities for information 
were at the time at his disposal. The Presi- 
dent understood the string upon which to 
play: he played the part of an artist. 

**In the midst of the war-like excitement 
following, on the evening of Dec. 20, just 
three days having been allowed to work 
Congress and the country up, another mes- 
sage followed in effect, renewing the call 
for the retirement of the greenbacks and au- 
thority to issue bonds. Conservative men 
were swept off their feet. 


Party Principles Forgotten. 


* The last message adroitly referred to the 
first, and an impressive warning was sug- 
gested to the country. Who could think of 


a party principle at such a juncture? We 


were persuaded that war was upon us. 
Under pressure of this artificial but exacting 

nd exciting situation the revenue and bond 
bills were passed by the House. The record 
shows that three and one-half hours were al- 
lowed for the consideration of the revenue 
measure and about one day to the considera- 
tion of the bond bill. To insure speedy re- 
lief the Republicans dropped their own prin- 
ciples on economic legislation and in lieu 
thereof accepted three distinctly Demo- 
cratic heresies on the tariff, horizontal re- 
vision, ad valorem duties, and the Wilson 
bill as a foundation for a revenue scheme, 
and they proceeded to its enactment fondly 
hoping that the President might condescend- 
ingly consent to favor it with his signature 
or his sufferance. 

** The bill reaches the Senate. A substitute 
is reported for it. Certain patriotic Repub- 
licans, forgetting the platform of 1892 on the 
tariff question, forgetting all the traditions 
of their party, seek to have Republicans in 
this chamber, who are devoted to bi- 
metallism and protection, two elementary 
principles of Republican faith, put in such 
a position that apparently they are com- 
pelled to vote against ore of their principles 
in order to secure the success of the other. 
Some gentlemen who pretended to under- 
stand the situation refused to codéperate. 
To the candid” judgment of honest men I 
leave the determination of the questions 
relating to the fidelity of the Republicans 
in this Senate to this party principle. 

“It is high time Republicans who claim 
to be within the party should take their cues 
from the party platform rather than from 
the White House. If it shall occur that 
this senseless crusade against Republicans 
who believed in good faith in the Minneap- 
olis platform, when ‘t declared for bi- 
metallism as well as protection, sha!l be 
carried to such an extent as may result in 
the adoption of President Cleveland’s 
scheme by the St. Louis convention, I si:bmit 
the Republican success will be rencered 
utterly impossible. If the platform of 1896 
announces to the courtry, in conjunction 
with the action of reports bearing on the 
two conventions, that the plank. on bDi- 
metallism adopted at Minneapolis was a 
delusion, a fraud, and a snare, it would be 
just as well for the Republican party not 
to make a nomination at St. Louis at all. 


Applause and Congratulations. 


Mr. Carter closed at 2:15 o’clock and was 
greeted with hearty applause from the 
crowded galleries and congratulations from 
a number of his colleagues. 

Mr. Hoar immediately arose to question 
Mr. Carter. The Massachusetts Senator 
prefaced his question by referring to his 
long-continued support of a protection to 
wool, even when the representatives of 
Western wool-growing States voted for free 
wool. 

Mr. Hoar took up the charge of Mr. Carter 
that Eastern Republicans had been false to 
the platform of 1892. Did the Montana Sen- 
ator mean, asked Mr. Hoar, that the con- 
struction placed on that platform by Presi- 
dent Harrison was false and elusive? 

Mr. Hoar closed with a question addressed 
specifically to Mr. Carter—namely: 

‘“] ask that Senator whether we are to 
understand him to say that if he fails to con- 
vince his Republican associates he then pro- 
poses to say to us: ‘ You shall not pass any 
protective tariff bill unless you surrender 
your convictions to us.’ If a protective 
tariff bill is hereafter presented, fair and 
just, 6h wool, lead, ore, fruit, and the various 
industries of the West, does the Senator 
mean to say that he will not let that bill 
nea unless we surrender our convictions to 

im?’’ 

Mr. Carter replied that while Republic- 
ans who believed that the party platform 
might be carried to its full fruition by direct 
act of Congress, were not wholly satisfied 
with the administration and the purposes 
of Mr. Harrison, they did feel, and were 
led to feel, by his constant efforts, that the 
administration was honestly seeking to 
give expression to Republican opinion on 
the financial question. 

Mr. Carter further stated that the inter- 
pretation placed upon _ the Minneapolis 
platform by the Republicans of the East 
would lead them to wipe out the last vestige 
of legislation favorable to silver. With 
such a construction of the Minneapolis 
platform the silver Republicans were at 
war now, and would continue to be at war. 

At this point Mr. Gear interjected the 
question: 

“Does not the Senator know that the 
Minneapolis platform was drawn largely 
by two Senators on this floor, one from 
Nevada, Mr. Jones, the other from Colo- 
rado, Mr. Teller, and that they were satis- 
fied with that platform?’ 


He Admits So Much, 


“ Admitted,” responded Mr. Carter, “ but 
neither of - ee. Senators understood, “a 


reputation the Republican party had for 
redeeming its pledges and promises and that 
it would carry out in good faith the plat- 
form.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Carter made a brief re- 
ply to Mr. Hoar’s question whether if de- 
feated in their efforts at receiving such leg- 
islation as they demand at the hands of the 
Republican party the silver Republicans 
would sever their connection with the party 
by saying that the Republicans of the West 
who construe the platform of 1892 as favora- 
ble to silver would be the last to desert the 
ship, and that if others who take a different 
view of the question should find it incum- 
bent upon them to leave the vessel the 
Western men would gaze with sorrow upon 
the sad spectacle. 

With this remark Mr. Carter took his seat 
and Mr. Hoar declared in earnest tones that 
“not 2 per cent of the people of the Kast 
would go with Grover Cleveland. We are 
not gold monometallists,”” he was proceeding 
to say when interrupted by Mr. Teller with 
the remark that this was strange in view of 
the support that a majority of the Eastern 
Republicans in Congress had given the Presi- 
dent. 

‘‘ We deny that,” retorted Mr. Hoar, who 
then went on to contend that the Republic- 
ans of the East believe in a double standard 
of value in accordance with the Constitu- 
tion and the doctrine as promulgated by 
Alexander Hamilton. But the Colorado 
Senator had, he asserted, no more right to 
characterize him as a gold monometallist 
than he had to characterize that Senator asa 
silver monometallist. 

Mr. Teller obtained the floor to explain his 
connection with the formation of the Re- 
publican platform of 1802. He said that he 
had drafted thie first. part of the financial 
plank in the platform reading -‘“*‘ The Amer!l- 
can people from tradition and interest favor 
bimetallism and the Republican party de- 
mands the use of both gold and silver as 
standard money,” and that its insertion in 
the platform had been secured by the joint 
efforts of himself and Senator Jones of Ne- 
vada, after they had labored with the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions all night to securea 
declaration for free coinage. He was, he 
said, not responsible for the modifications of 
this declaration. 


Favorable to Silwer. 


He, however, considered this a position 
favorable to silver, because of the demand 
for the recognition of the two metals as 
standard money. Still he realized at the 
time that the qualifications afterwards 
adopted would be juggled with by skillful 
politicians, and he did not approve it. 

Mr. Gear here interrupted to say that Mr. 
Teller had voted for the resolution as it 
went into the platform, notwithstanding his 
opposition. 

Mr. Teller ‘admitted that he had voted for 
it in the convention because he could not 
get anything better, but that he had not 
voted for it in committee. Mr. Teller then 
went on to say that this pronouncement for 
bimetallism was a declaration for silver 
coinage. 

He asserted that Mr. Sherman was the 
only high financial authority -who con- 
tended that bimetallism could be secured 
by any other means than by the coinage of 
both metals on equal terms, and he asserte® 
that any one who held a contrary view was 
either ignorant or wanted to deceive. He 
then quoted from a newspaper report of a 
speech made by Mr. Sherman upon the open- 
ing of the last Ohio Republican State 
convention, in which Mr. Sherman was rep- 
resented as saying that bimetallism con- 
sisted in coining only fractional silver coins. 
Mr. Teller added that this was a practical 
declaration for the gold standard, and said 
that into that position he would refuse to 
follow the Ohio Senator. 

Mr. Hoar asked if the fact that the Com- 
mittee on Platform of the convention of 
1892 had voted down a proposition ‘for free 
coinage was not properly interpreted to 
méan that the committee was opposed to it? 

Mr. Teller replied that many people in the 
country had interpreted the declaration to 
mean free coinage, but what he complained 
of was that the platform had been prac- 
tically repudiated by the Republican party 
in Congress. It was taken as meaning that 
at least some time in the future and under 
some conditions the party would take a 
stand for free coinage. The party had done 
nothing to justify this hope, but, on the con- 
trary, there was now a demand on the part 
of some of the Eastern Republicans that 
those of the party who interpreted the plat- 
form as favorable to silver should be turned 
out of the party. 


: Mr. Sherman in Reply. 


Mr. Sherman followed Mr. Teller, saying 
that the newspaper extract quoted from had 
represented him correctly. He said that he 
believed in the use of both metals to as great 
an extent as was ° ossible and at the same 
time maintain thei. parity. 

Mr. Sherman discussed the meaning of bi- 
metallism. In this country today the labor- 
ing man received a dollar equal to gold worth 
100 cents. But with a free silver dollar the 
laboring man would be cheated of one-half 
of his dollar. The people were beginning to 
understand this. They were beginning to 
learn that free silver coinage meant cheating 
the creditors out of one-half of their dues. 
The maintaining of both metals as money 
should be such as each would be equal to the 
other. That would be true bimetallism. 

But the adoption of free silver meant silver 
monometallism witha half-depreciated silver 
coin, Mr. Sherman said. Every State east of 
the Missouri River was now in favor of bi- 
metallfS$m. This had come about slowly, for 
the free silver idea atone time held strong 
influence in the West and in his own State. 
The Senator said he believed even Colorado 
would soon refuse to urge a depreciated 
dollar and would follow the course of other 
States for true bimetallism. Mexico had be- 
gun to show the revulsion of feeling against 
a depreciated money. 

Mr. Teller was on his feet as Mr. Sherman 
closed. 

Was His Old Speech. 

“The Senator from Ohio cannot divert me,”’ 
said Mr. Teller; *‘ by his old silver speech, 
the same one he has been delivering for 
twenty years, the same one I have 
heard so often  obefore.’”’ Mr. Teller 
declared “that the definitions of bi- 
metallism by Mr. Sherman were erroneous, 
were contrary to those accepted at State and 
national conventions, and contrary to the ac- 
cepted understanding of France and other 
foreign countries. The Republican party 
could not be stultified, said Mr. Teller, by the 
deception and fraud and the “ bunko ”’ game 
of the single gold advocates. 

With impassioned tones and addressing 
himself to Mr. Sherman, Mr. Teller re- 
pudiated the suggestion that the State of 
Colorado would ever accept the dishonest 
interpretation of bimetallism here presented, 
and if it did, added Mr. Teller, he would cease 
to represent that State in the United States 
Senate. 

“The Senator (Sherman) speaks of the 
death of silver,”’ exclaimed Mr. Teller, “ but 
I warn him that he will find ita lively corpse 
to rise up here and haunt him.” 

‘The safety of the Republican party,”’ 
concluded Mr. Teller, “ lies in an adherence 
to honest, sound money made up of thé two 
— side by side, as from time immemora- 

le. 

* But if the Republican party,” he added, 
‘puts itself under the leadership of the Sena- 
tor from Ohio (Sherman) it will be a party of 
the past, and the glory of.its past will be 
obliterated by that infamy.” 


RECIPROCITY REPORT ON THE WAY. 


Subcommittee Will Hawe It Ready in 
a Month or So. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
“It will be fully a month before our sub- 
committee on reciprocity will be ready with 
a report,”’ remarked Congressman Hopkins 
of Illinois, ‘‘ but we shall go on with the hear- 
ings, and gather all the information possible 
on this important subject. After we get our 
report ready it will make an excellent cam- 
paign document, and we are devoting all 
our energies to a thorough and exhaustive 
examination of this subject. We shall con- 
tinue hearings before the Ways and Means 
committee throughout March if there is 
any demand for such proceeding, and in- 
vitations have been sent all over the coun- 
try requesting the attendance of persons 
whose interests are involved, and who can 
in any manner enlighten the committee on 
this topic.”’ 


STATUE PROPOSED BY WOODMAN. 


Would Commemorate the Virtues of 
John Amos Commenius. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[{Special.}— 
"Squire Woodman is on deck again with a 
bill in which he proposes to do honor to 
Komenski, whom he styles the “‘ Founder of 
method in education.”’ 

In this case the "Squire’s ideas have taken 
the form of a Statue to John Amos Com- 
menius, otherwise Komenski, who flour- 
ished from 1592 to 1671. According to the 
bill introduced today by the Chicago Con- 
gressman, $25,000 is to be appropriated for 
the proposed statue, the site and location for 
which are to be chosen by a commission con- 
sisting of two Representatives and one 
United States Senator. 

It is stipulat@i that none of the money 
thus appropriated shall be expended for the 
purpose of a.site, but every dollar of it is to 
be spent in getting a suitable statue of the 
great educator.

BEST SHELL ON EARTH. 


NEW AMERICAN INVENTION GIVES 
ALMOST INCREDIBLE RESULTS. 


Six-Inch Projectile Pierces a Seven- 
Inch Harveyized Plate and Its Oak 
Backing and Goes Twelve Feet Into 
the Clay Bank Behind—Naval Ex- 
perts Hardly Willing to Credit 
Their Senses and Make Another 
Test Equally Satisfactory. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—Surprising 
results were obtained at a test of shells at 
the Indian Head proving-grounds today and 
yesterday, and if these shall be confirmed 
by further experiments, our navy, which al- 
ready possesses the best armor plate in the 
world, will have by far the best armor pen- 
etrating shells. and both of American in- 
vention. 

What was done at the proving grounds 
was to fire a cast steel shell of six-inch cal- 
iber entirely through a seven-inch Harvey- 
ized nickel-steel plate, through the heavy 
oak backing, and twelve feet into the bank 
of clay behind. 

This performance has never been equaled 
by any projectile of like caliber in the 
world. When the Johnson shell slipped so 
easily through a plate of known high qual- 
ity the experts yesterday doubted the evi- 
dence before their own eyes, and imme- 
diately took steps to assure themselves that 
the result was not accidental. To this end 
one of the Wheeler-Sterling shells, all steel 
armor piercers of the best quality, and equal 
to the best European shell, was selected 
and fired at the same velocity at the same 
plate. It was smashed up on the face of the 
plate after a slight penetration, just what 
was expected from this caliber of shell 
when fired at a seven-inch plate. 

Then another of the Johnson shells was 
placed in the gun and fired at the plate. The 
result was almost precisely the same as with 
the first shot; the plate was penetrated with 
the greatest ease and the shot was almost un- 
scathed. 

Today's tests showed that with the same 
plate and the shell traveling at 2,100 feet a 
second little penetration was effected, and at 
830 feet the results showed the shells were 
incapable of penetrating the plates to any 
extent. 

The net results of the tests yesterday and 
today may be summed as follows: Thatthe 
steel cap on the Johnson shell is mainly val- 
uable when the latter is fired at high veloci- 
ties; that the cap assists penetration of the 
plate to a marked degree; and that solid shot 
can be manufactured, the equal if not the su- 
perior of forged steel shells. 


HAS THE APPROPRIATION INCLUDED. 


Congressman Lorimer Attends to In- 
creased Mail Facilities. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 


Billy Lorimer of Chicago is a forehanded 
statesman, who never lets slip an oppor- 
tunity to score a point. While he was ab- 
sent regulating affairs in Chicago the House 
Committee on Postoffices and Post Roads 
was appealed to by a delegation in behalf 
of an appropriation of $100,000 to facilitate 
the mail between Chicago and Council Bluffs 
via Burlington. The request was refused 
by the committee, and it was supposed the 
matter was ended. 

Unfortunately for the committee, Mr. 
Loud of California, its Chairman, men- 
tioned casually to the Chicago Representa- 
tive, on his return, that a delegation had 
been here asking for an appropriation. 
This was quite enough of a pointer for the 
Chicago Congressman. He went into _ the 
committee meeting today and shook up the 
members until their teeth rattled, and as 
the result of his endeavors they agreed to 
incorporate the appropriation in the post- 
office bill to be reported to the House,which 
is now completed and ready for presenta- 
tion. 

The joke of the matter. was that Lorimer 
hadn’t the slightest idea of what the ap- 
propriation was for, and after he had 
pushed it through the committee he was 
obliged to telegraph to Chicago to get facts 
to back him up when the matter came up 
in the House. ‘‘I heard somebody in Chi- 
cago was on here after an appropriation 
for increased mail facilities, and so lI 
thought I would get it provided for and find 
out what it was all about later on.”’ 

It is not every Congressman who has the 
genius to carry out the wishes of his con- 
stituents on a mere hint from the _ op- 
ponents of the measure, and when Mr. 
Loud discovers that if he had kept his 
mouth shut there would have been no ap- 
propriation he may be able to see the joke 
himself. 


VAN HORN-TARSNEY CASE COMES UP. 


Vote Will Be Taken Today, with Signs 
of Tarsney’s Defeat. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—The Van 
Horn-Tarsney contested election case from 
the Kansas City, Mo.. district occupied the 
attention of the House today. The con- 
testee, Mr. Tarsney, spoke in his own be- 
half, and two Republicans, Messrs. Powers 
(Vt.) and Parker (N. J.), opposed the report 
of the majority of the committee to seat the 
contestant. The other speakers were Messrs. 
ny (R., Mo.), Kyle (D.,Miss.), and Prince 
(R., t ¥ ' 

The vote on the case will be taken tomor- 
row. Although there is a considerable de- 
fection on the Republican side which favors 
the minority recommendation that the case 
shall be recommitted and the testimony re- 
opened, the indications are that the ma- 
jority report will be adopted. 

The Senate amendments to the House bill 
to extend the time in which the government 
under the act of 1891 can bring suits to annul 
patents to lands in railroad and wagon 
grants were agreed to. One of the Senate 
amendments reduces the extension from five 
to one year. 


Hawatiian Cable Companies. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Affairs today granted 
hearings to the two rival companies which 
propose to construct cable lines from the 
California coast to Hawaii and China and 
Japan. Col. Z. 8S. Spalding of Hawaii and 
Gen. Wager Swayne for one company dwelt 
upon the advantages of the concession 
which has been secured from the Hawalian 
Government, while Messrs. Scrymser and 
Baylies claimed that they were more than 
offset by the terms which the other organ- 
ization had offered. 


Condition of the Treasury. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—The Treasury 
today lost $668,300 in gold coin and $25,000 
in bars, leaving the true amount of the re- 
serve $123,227,119.

A 
fair gain in new business and in the amount 
at risk, with no increase in expense; a favor- 
able mortality with a considerable saving 
therefrom: a substantial gain in surplus, 
notwithstanding an increased dividend, and 
a general maintenance of healthy conditions 
are the chief features of the year’s experi- 
ence. 

We greatly regret that the new require- 
ments of the several State Insurance Depart- 
ments interfere with our long-continued 
practice of completely closing a year’s busi- 
ness before reporting it, and compel us to 
close our books while many items of business 
belonging to the year were still outstand- 
ing. In consequence, we show an item of 
premiums in course of collection—for the 
first time in many years—a larger uncollect- 
ed interest and a slightly larger ratio of ex- 
pense to income, without an actual increase, 
than would otherwise have been the case. 
The full expenses have been incurred with- 
out our having received the full income to 
which they are referable. It is proper to 
say that we actually closed the year’s busi- 
ness as has been our custom; but we are not 
permitted to publish the result as hitherto, 
as the figures would not agree with those of 
the reports required by the several depart- 
ments.

Iuterest. 

We received for interest and dividends 
$2,869,180.37; for rents, $228,325.32. The 
financial and business conditions of the year 
made the collection of interest somewhat 
less satisfactory than usual. The total of 
overdue interest on real estate loans— 
amounting to $36,069,561—Jan. 1, 1896, as by 
our department reports, was $122,116.11. Of 
this amount there had been paid to Feb. 1, 


$16,118.93. 

The interest overdue last year on the bonds 
of the City of Austin, Tex., was met early 
in 1895, and the succeeding coupons have 
been paid. 

Of bonds costing $13,687,057.83, only one 
item is now in default—viz.: the first mort- 
gage bonds of the Detroit, Lansing and 
Northern, the reorganization plans for which 
have not been completed. 

Loans on Real Estate. 

In times of business doubt and depres- 
sion, conservative borrowers with satisfac- 
tory security seek loans less freely than 
under conditions which promise well for new 
ventures, a fact reflected in the demand for 
our funds in 1895. We loaned on real es- 
tate $7,160,668.93, and had loans paid off, 


565,188.58. 

“Dering the company’s fifty years of busi- 
ness it has loaned upon real estate $143,895,- 
950.19, of which amount $36,069,561 are now 
outstanding. These loans have been large- 
ly made in the cities and on the farms of 
the “corn belt” of the West, and have 
been profitable to our members. 


Foreclosures and Sales of Real Estate. 
The conditions which have affected gen- 
eral business during the last year have op- 
erated to somewhat check sales, depress 
real estate, and, in consequence, increase 
foreclosures. We have taken in du the 
year by foreclosure properties D ee oe 
740.82, and have sold real estate 
$304,535.94, some of which was on account

cost of parcels entirely closed out at $234,- 
676.20, a profit of $14,605.24. 
Fifty Years’ Foreclosures. 

During the fifty years of its experience the 
Connecticut Mutual has taken by foreclosure 
properties costing it $18,677,308.05; it has 
sold on account of properties not yet closed 
out $1,952,967.11; it has sold out entire par- 
cels costing $9,1092,312.90 for $10,892,271.41; 
the properties which were sold at more than 
their cost yielded.a profit of $1,818,714.38: 
those which sold at less than cost made ¢ 
loss of $118,755.87, leaving a net profit of 
$1,699,958.51. The amount now on hand from 
foreclosures stands at a cost of $7,079,481.68. 
Our experience seems to warrant the belief 
that this property, properly held and treat- 
ed, will probably sell for at least its cost, at 
which it is carried on our books. 


Home Office Building. 

Twenty-six years ago the then managers 
of the company é@rected a very handsome 
and substantial structure, with all the con- 
veniences and appliances necessary to the 
business as it then stood. The property cost 
$1,104,879.94. Six years ago $304,879.04 was 
charged off from this cost, leaving the book 
value at $800,000. The portions of the build- 
ing arranged for the company’s use have be- 
come entirely inadequate for and unsuited 
to the safe and proper transaction of the 
enormous amount of detail to which the 
business has expanded; and we can no longer 
postpone the proper changes and additions 
necessary to remedy the situation. This 
will involve an outlay of about $200,000, in 
anticipation of which your directors have 
deemed it wise to make a further reduction 
of $200,000 in the book value of the structure 
as it stands, leaving it at present represent- 
ing in our assets only $600,000. As the prop- 
erty is the permanent home of the company, 
the figure at which it stands on our books is 
of little consequence, so it be not exaggerat- 
ed. There can be no question as to the entire 
conservatism of the treatment of this item. 


Bonds. 

We have purchased during the year bonds 
costing $1,756,950.88; there have been paid 
off bonds costing $526,783.30; our present 
holding is of bonds of the par value of $13,- 
261,000, costing $13,687,057.83, and of the mar- 


ket value of $14,256,478, at a very conserva- 


tive estimate. Our bonds have mostly a 
long time torun. Their quality will readily 
appear from a reading of the schedule. 


INST RANCE OPERATIONS. 
Mortality. 

The death losses in 1805 were $3,916,889. 
This amount is so far under that expected 
by the mortality tables used in our calcula- 
tions as to give a saving from the premiums 
and reserves provided therefor of $543,155.00 
—a very satisfactory result. 

It is a common thing for those companies 
which are younger than the Connecticut 
Mutual, or whose business has lapsed more 
freely and had to be replaced by costly 
“new blood,” to represent our mortality as 
unfavorable in comparison with their own, 
by taking its ratio to some eet of figures 
which makes our mortality look large and 
theirs lock small. The amount of a com- 
pany’s losses and their ratio to assets, 
amount at risk, or any other group of fig- 
ures, have nothing to do with the question 
of a proper mortality or of loss or gain by 
The older the company, the 
longer its business has been on its books, 
the more persistently it has been kept up 
—that is, the more valuable the business 
has been to the company—the heavier in 
amount relatively will its mortality be. And 
the sole test of the favorable or unfavor- 
able character of the actual death rate in- 
curred is in comparing it with the death rate 
expected by the table of mortality assumed 
in the calculations and provided for by the 
premiums and reserves based _ thereon. 
Were the suggestions of such critics true, a 
company would be safe only so long as it 
were young. 

A company’s business may be‘ large and 
comparatively new, and its losses, there- 
fore, comparatively small in amount: and 
yet these small losses may be far above 
what were expected and provided for, and 
may be a cause of serious deficiency. Any 
exhibit of the amount of death losses, how- 
ever apparently favorable or unfavorable, 
does not signify unless it also appears what 
the expected losses were and what was the 
loss or the gain by the difference between 
the actual and the expected death rate. 

Both in its financial result and as a test 
of care in the selection of risks, our mortal- 
ity is highly favorable. 


Expenses. 

The ratio of expenses to income in 1295 
was exactly 10 per cent, a trifling increase 
over several previous years. It is an in- 
crease in ratio, however, and not in actual 
volume, and is caused by reason of the 
change in our method of reporting the year’s 
business, as stated earlier in this report. 
There has been no relaxation in the strict- 
hess of our economies, and the expenses 
are far inside those of any other company, 
as the savings show. 


New Business. 

Without extra expense, we made a good 
gain in new business written in 1895, and a 
somewhat larger gain in the amount in 
force. 

Measuring, as we do, the true value of a 
life insurance company to its constituency 
and to the community by its success in 


realizing the ideal results of the system— 
perfectly secure protection steadily main- 
tained at its lowest possible annual cost—it 
is a profound satisfaction that the Con- 
necticut Mutual has long since attained the 
magnitude, financial strength, stability in 
membership, and all those elements of 
steadiness in operation which remove the 
temptation to secure the show of a large 
new business at the cost of smaller divi- 
dends to present members, or at the sac- 
rifice either of sound principles in under- 
writing or of considerations of public pol- 
icy. Pursuing one undeviating course of 
management, we are able, as no other com- 
pany is, to give the highest results to our 
old business, and to take on new with 
equal advantage to both. Looking to the 
constant and growing need of family pro- 
tection so long as the American home shall 
endure, the achievement of this position is 
not the least of the beneficent results of 
fifty years of corporate life and activity. 


No Foreign Business. 
We regard it a very material element of 
safety, as well as of profitable economy, that 
our business is restricted to our own coun- 


try. We select our own risks under familiar 
conditions, and have our entire organiza- 
tion immediately in hand; we do not have 
to delegate the control of most vital mat- 
ters to the discretion of a foreign directo- 
rate, nor distribute the custody of our assets 
among foreign governments, subject to all 
the contingencies of their political and corn- 
mercial future, to be left behind when with- 
drawal is compelled until all liability on ac- 
count of foreign contracts disappears: a 
long wait. 


Dividends. 

The dividend paid in 1895 was larger in 
the case of each policy than that paid in 
1894, giving a decreasing cost of insurance. 
There will be a similar increase of divi- 
dends and decrease of cost on policies re- 
newing in 1896. 

The persistence of our business continues 
to be a gratifying feature of our experience. 


Surplus. 

Notwithstanding the dividend paid in 1295 
and the deduction from the cost of the home 
office building already noted, we madea sat- 
isfactory gain of surplus, corresponding 
safely with the increase in liabilities. 

From a legal and governmental point of 
view our strength is much greater than our 
own calculations show. We are required to 
compute our Habilities on the assumption 
that we will earn 4 per cent annual interest. 
On all business written since April 1, 1882, 
we have assumed only 3 per cent as the basis 
of calculation, making our liabilities proba- 
bly over $1,000,000 more (and our surplus 
considerably less) than the department re- 
ports will show. 


Some Facts About Surplus. 

The public ought to understand much bet- 
ter than it does just how surplus arises in a 
life insurance company, and how it is af- 
fected by the yearly variations in its ex- 
perience. Policy-holders would be the better 
able to judge of the treatment accorded 
them by their several companies in the mat- 
ter of dividends, paid-up insurances, etc. 
The knowledge would remove prejudice as 
to those companies which are doing right, 
and would make perfectly clear the precise 
character of the speculative or “ invest- 
ment” policies so greatly in vogue, and 
would show what must first be lost by some- 
body that it may be won by somebody else. 

We agree to pay certain sums on the occur- 
rence of a certainevent. Todothis we must 
have premiums large enough eee running 
expenses, the death claims, provide a 
reserve for the greater mortality that will 
come with the increasing age of the business. 
We can earn interest on that reserve while 
we hold it. So weassumea 


that also. There are sundry other incidental 
items. Here is an exhibit of the operation 
of these several factors in the Connecticut 
Mutual in 1895:

Fhe only item in thés exhibit which does 
not explain itself is probably the saving 
from the reserve on policies surrendered or 
not renewed—$85,402. This grows out of 
lapsed and surrendered policies (less those 
reinstated) for $5,128,651, the reserve upon 
which was $840,145, of which amount $754,- 
743, or about 90 per cent, was returned to 
the policy-holders in paid-up insurance, cash 
or otherwise, leaving the saving mentioned— 
$85,402. This covers policies which had not 
been in force long enough to have a value, 
but is principally made up of small surrender 
charge made upon each surrendered policy 
to help in replacing. the business so lost, to 
cover the cost of the change, and to protect 
the company against the impaired vitality 
caused by the voluntary withdrawal of sound 
lives. Not only the fairness but the necessi- 
ty of this saving will be obvious to all famil- 
lar with the nature of the transactions out 
of which it is made, and its moderation in 
amount, proportioned to those transact‘ons, 
is cheerfully submitted to comparison. 


Let it be noted that were we doing a Ton- 
tine or speculative “‘ investment” business 
the whole $840,145 of reserve and all the sur- 
plus it had accumulated would have gone 
into the “ pool.”’ 

A similar exhibit of the items available 
for expenses, etc., and their application for, 


say, the last fifteen years, will be interesting 
in this connection.

Here again the only item needing ex- 
planation is the saving of $1,189,789 in the 


fifteen years on lapsed and surrendered 
pcelicies. These amounted to $70,937,316: the 
reserve on these was $11,507,047, of which 
amount $10,317,258—or about 90 per cent— 
was returned to policy-holders in paid-up 
insurance, cash, and otherwise. Were ours 
a Tontine business, the whole $11,507,047 
and all the surplus accumulated by it would 
have gone into the ‘* pool’ for the lucky 
ones to divide—or so much as was not eaten 
up by the expenses of “ Racing.”’ 


Similar exhibits by the many Tontine or 


investment life insurance companies would 
be of remarkable interest. 


Life Insurance Speculation—A Turn in 
the Tide. 

Over twenty years ago certain New York 
companies found themselves losing busi- 
ness very rapidly on account of very high 
expenses and very small dividends. The 
enormous number of resulting lapses threat- 
ened their extinction; but these were seized 


upon as the happy basis of a plan to con- 
vert life insurance into a scheme for mak- 
ing money out of the many who should 
die or lapse their policies, for the benefit of the few 
who should live and kee paying premiums 
through a certain period of years.. The reserves 
on lapsed policies—which with us go to ri / paid- 
up insurance for the family—and the unpaid divti- 
dends of both those who died and la , were to 
be put into a Tontine pool, to be divided among 
thoge who were lucky enough to live and keep pay- 
ing. i gamble was as to who the lucky ones 
should be. 


They figured out enormous probable prof- 
its from the enormous losses individual pol- 
icy-holders were to suffer, and the “ Esti- 
mates ’’ of these were powerfully attractive, 


Rich men took the policies in certain con- 
fidence that they could beat the game; 
poorer men took them in imitation of rich- 
er men and trusting luck to escape consequences— 
the forfeiting of their dividends and reserves for 
the rich men to divide. Plain life insurance has 
no glitter: but here was a new up-to-date thing 
that sparkled. The ‘* pool’’ was drawn upon for 
commissions to agents that were simply stagger- 
ing, and for rebates to new insurers which be- 
came a principal means of competition. The 
scheme swept the field like a prairie fire. The busi- 
ness of thes? companieés took on a startling growth, 
and new business, as a measure of the popularity 
of the new scheme, was insisted upon as the real 
criterion of success. The reliability of the ‘* Es- 
timates ’* could not be tested until the day of #et- 
tlement came at the end of the Tontine or post- 
oan dividend period, and that was many years 
off. 


There were but two ways of meeting the 
scheme on which, and the commission and 
rebates by which, business was being capt- 
ured in such enormous quantities. One was 
to fall in with the scheme, and offer the 
same speculation with the same sort of 
estimates, and pay the same prices for 
business, and justify one’s self on the 
ground that it was ‘selling people what they 
wanted.’ The other way was to point out to those 
whose families needed protection, and all the pro- 
tection they could get, that this was a pure gamble 
with that protection; that if the scheme su 
for the lucky few, it must be at the cost of such 
confiscation of the reserves and dividends of the 
many as was a crime against those thereb 
of the protection they n 
wanted it ’’ only because ag 4 
that it was something else than what it was: that 

x worked

the distribution o” losses, and premiums be 
simply contributions to losses, it was impossible 
to make it a profitable “ investment "’ to any one 
except by robbing some one else for his benefit. 

The Connecticut Mutual chose the latter 
course. It has steadily and continually ex- 
posed the true character of the schemes 
exploited in the name of life insurance; it 
has pleaded for pure life insurance to those 
whose families could not afford to have 
their protection gambled with; it has tried 
to teach the truth; to show people what 
their true want is; to make the cost of protection 
as small as pessible; it has been content to see 
many of its agents hired away, to be kept from 
getting new ones by demoralizing com 
and to do new business by the tens of millions 
where its speculative rivals—and they have become 
a numerous company—have done it by the hun- 
dreds of millions, and to be criticised as wanting 
in smartness and enterprise and knowing how to 
cater to the public. It has gone on studying how to 
make still better service, instead of seeking novel- 
ties that attract until they are underst and 
then must be replaced. It has bided its time. 


Its warnings have been realized: Where 
twenty years ago these companies were get- 
ting business by an “ Estimate” of profits 
at the rate of, say, $10,000 on a man then 


aged forty, they are settling that business

MEMBERS OF THE KENTUCKY LEG-

Wote Will Be Divided on Strict Party 
Lines, Which Will Mean the Uliti- 
mate Defeat of Blackburn for Sen- 
ater—Wild Threats and Scenes Fol- 
low the Reading of the Majority 
Report in the Werner-Tompkins 
Contest Case. 

Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 26.~—[Special.]—The 
. wildest scenes that have been enacted in the 
‘Kentucky General: Assembly during the 

noted Senatorial deadlock followed the read- 
ing of the majority report in the Werncr- 
Tompkins contest case in the House this 
morning. It favored the seating of Werner, 
the Republican contestee. 

The report was received with sneers on 
the part of the Democrats, which was an 
‘{ndex ‘of feeling that was resented on the 
other side. : , 

Col. James Williams, one Of Blackburn's 
leaders, who is not a member, but has been 
here assisting Blackburn, said that in the 
event of the unseating of Tompkins his suc- 
cessor (meaning Werner) would never take 
his seat in the House. 

The lobbies were crowded with women 
who failed to retire when told that there 
would probably be trouble and that it was 
unsafe for them. 

Row Over Disposition of Report. 

The row opened when Winford [Dem.], for 
Blackburn, moved to have the report print- 
ed and made a special order for next Wednes- 
day, urging, as one reason, that he had not 
heard’ the report read. 

Howard [Rep.], for Hunter, took the floor

_ for the evident purpose of demanding an im- 


mediate consideration of the case. He said 
if the gentleman had not heard the report 
read it was because there was ‘an organ- 
ized attempt by the minority (meaning the 
Blackburn forces) to make such a noise as 
would prevent its being heard.” 

At this juncture Phelps [Dem.], for Black- 
burn, jumped to his feet’ and wanted to 
know if the gentleman included him in such 
an intimation, and if he did he stated what 
was untrue. Mr. Howard made some sort 
of irritating remark and the wildest scene 
ensued. 

Phelps jumped to his feet again and so did 
Winford. Shaking their fists at Howard 
they yelled, “ False!”’ “ Untrue!” “ You 
know it is!’ “‘I denounce you! ”’ 

In a moment half the men on both sides 
of the aisles were on their feet roaring like 
a mob. 

. Bedlam Breaks Loose. 


The crowd in the galleries yelled at the 
Democrats to “Give it to ’em,” as severa! 
burly men, hot with rage,.were climbing 
over the railing onto the floor of the House. 

Howard’s Republican friends began to 
crowd around him. Meersrs. Carroll, Kauf- 
man, and others crowded around Mr. Phelps, 
who was livid and trembling with rage, 
and three times forced him into his seat.

Talk of Grooming the Michigan Sen-

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[{Special.]—

of Senator Julius Cesar Burrows of Mich- 
igan to the list of favorite sons. Senator 

Burrows can easily contest with Mr. McKin- 

ley for the honor of having constructed the 

tariff bill of 1890, for as a member of the 

Ways and Means committee of the famous 

Reed Congress the Michigan man made his 

reputation as a tariff expert, and he is gen- 

erally credited with having compiled the 
lumber schedule of the McKinley bill. 

Had he remained in the House Mr. Bur- 
rows would probably have been Chairman 
of the Ways and Means committee now and 
would have been the party leader on the 
floor. Since he has been in the Senate he 
has followed the traditions of that body, and, 
being a new member, has not thrust himself 
into prominence, but his legislative experi- 
ence was so valuable he was given a position 
on @ number of important committees. Sen- 
ator Burrows began his career here as a 
mé@mber of the Forty-third Congress, and 
he was elected to the House in the present 
Congress prior to his elevation to the Senate 
to fill out the vacancy caused by the death 
of Senator Stockbridge. He hag a good rec- 
ord as a soldier and is in every way a de- 
sirable candidate. 

Thus far Senator Burrows has not lis- 
tened to the solicitation of his friends to 
permit the use of his name, but the move- 
tent, which was started in Michigan, has 
been taken up here in Washington and is 
being talked over extensively by Michigan 
tnen. Some of them are inclined to consider 
the Kalamazoo Senator as a possible run- 
ning mate on the ticket with Speaker Reed, 
while others, in view of the candidacy of men 
from Ohio, Illinois, Iowa, and Minnesota, 
fay there is no reason why Michigan should 
‘not be In the swim'and liave her own can- 
didate outgide of Alger.

HELP FOR CHICAGO RIVER 


COMMITTEE ARRIVES IN 
WASHINGTON, 


CITIZENS’ 


Will Obtain an Appropriation for the | 


Improvement of “the Most Impor- 
tant Navigable Stream for Its 
Length on the Globe "’—Conference 
Held Before Leaving This City and 
Maj. Marshall’s Report Selected as 
the Basis for Action. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
Chicago's advance guard in the interest of 
an appropriation for the improvement of the 
Chicago River put in an appearance’ at 
Willard’s this evening, where they fgund 
Congressmen Cooke, Lorimer, and ood- 
man awaiting them. 

In the party were ex-Congressmefi Adams 
and Henderson, Ald. Madden, Commissioner 
Kent, Capt. J. S. Dunham, and Messrs. 
Hathaway, Harper, and Tracy. It was an- 
nounced that other members of the Cit- 
izens’ committee would be here tomorrow. 
On the train bearing the committee was C. 
BR, Farwell, and he cheerfully consented to 
put his hand to the wheel for Chicago and 
go before the House committee on Friday. 

Ex-Congressman Adams, who acted as 
spokesman, declared that until the visitors 
have an opoprtunity of talking over matters 
with their Representatives at Washington 
nothing decisive would be arranged. Before 
leaving Chicago, however, there had been a 
conference in regard to a recent report made 
by Maj. Marshall on the needs of the Chicago 
River, and it had been determined that this 
document should be the basis for the argu- 
ment before the Rivers and Harbors com- 
mittee. Some of the salient features of this 
report are as follows: 

“Chicago River is the most important 
navigable stream of its length on the globe. 
In the number of arrivals and departures of 
vessels annually it leads all harbors of the 
United States; in tonnage it is second only ¢o 
New York. In these elements it is the head 
of the great commerce of the lakes, but in 
capacity, depth, and width of navigation it 
is but a third-class port. 

Improvements on the Lakes. 

‘Improvements are in progress along the 
chain of great lakes contemplating 20 to 21 
feet depth at low water. Several harbors 
have 18 feet or more depth of channel. Chica- 
go Harbor has 16 feet at the entrance, but 
the river is obstructed by three tunnels with 
from 16 to 18 feet of water over their crowns 
and can carry through but a comparatively 
small part of its navigable channel exceed- 
ing 15 feet. The river at numerous points, 
notably near Adams and Van Buren streets, 
has been contracted by filling within the 
meandered lines to less than one-half its 
original width. At other places in rebuild- 
ing docks new docks have been constructed 
outside the first dock line; abutments of 
bridges also project into the river and piles 
of-riprap stones have been placed in the 
stream to buttress insufficient bulkheads or 
docks. 

** Bends in the river now rigidly fixed by 
docks of curvature with chords of sufficient 
length to allow the free passage of vessels 
of dimensions of twenty years ago, taken 
in connection with obstructive bridges, pro- 
hibit passage by the largest modern vessels. 
At the same time 
the river is causing grain elevators, coal 
yards, lumber yards, 
establishments dependent upon marine 
transportation either to recede farther and 


farther from the mouth of the river or to | 


go elsewhere. Some establishments have 
moved to South Chicago, and Waukegan 
and Milwaukee have also profited at the ex- 
pense of Chicago.

The court-room was crowded to its full 
seating capacity, no loungers being allowed 
to stand. The proceedings were marked by 
squabbles between the opposing lawyers. 
Judge Adams frequently cut short these 
technical tilts by sweeping aside all objec- 
tions and examining the witness himself.

Has Condemned a Bridge. 


“Plans for bridges across the Chicago 
River have been acted upon by the Secre- 
tary of War, and one bridge constructed at 
Canal street was condemned as an obstruc- 
tion to navigation by the War Department 
and altered or changed upon the mandate 
of the Secretary of War. The United States 
should continue its control so far as to pre- 
serve the navigation of the river from jin- 
jury. It will soon be necessary for Con- 
gress to provide for the extension to Lake 
Michigan of the navigation established on 
the lilinois River below La Salle, and to de- 
termine to what extent, if at all, it will 
utilize for navigation the great channel 
now being cut by local authorities in the 
rock divide separating Lake Michigan from 
the Mississippi Valley. 

“The question is at hand, and must be 
determined, whether the national highway 
will utilize this cut and Chicago River as 
part of this communication, or the Calu- 
men River route in connection with this lo- 
cal channel, or otherwise. There are no 
other practicable routes. If a navigable 
channel must be arranged to best subserve 
local purposes, it is evident that material 
modifications will be required in the Chi- 
cago River, that may properly 
other navigable inlets than the one already 
provided at the mouth of the Chicago 
River. 

“Before making appropriation for the 
improvement of the Chicago River the 
question of the future uses of this stream 
should be settled, whether it shall continue 
to be, as now, simply a long slip or suc- 
cession of private slips, docks and wharves 
utilized, indeed, for inter-State and foreign 
commerce, but mainly for private and cor- 
porate gain, and for the main sewer of a 
great urban community,’or whether it shall 
constitute a connecting link, under Federal 
control, between the navigation of the great 
lakes and that of the Mississippi River and 
tributaries. 


To Accommodate Commerce. 


“To reasonably accommodate existing 
commerce without extensive changes in the 
Chicago River and without reference to 
future developments, the following work 
would be in the interest of commerce and 
navigation: 

“ First—That the Chicago River from its 
mouth to the Stock-Yards on the South 
Branch, and to Belmont avenue on the North 
Branch, as far as may be permitted by ex- 
isting docks and wharves, be dredged to ad- 
mit passage by vessels drawing sixteen feet 
of water. 

“*Second—All encroachments on the stream 
by docks within the original meandered 
lines of the stream obstructive to naviga- 
tion as it exists today should be removed at 
the expense of the encroaching ties, and 
obstructive bridges be reeuirad altered or 
changed. 

“ To admit the passage of the largest lake 
vessels drawing not exceeding sixteen feet 
of water at load draft with no changes in 
the dock lines beyond the obstructive abut- 
ments of bridges and projecting obstructive 
angles of docks will require 1,200,000 cubic

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—([Special.]— 
Ever since it became known that Speaker 
Reed had learned to ride the bicycle there 
have been a number of Congressmen anx- 
jous to manipulate the silent steed. At the 
National Capital, which is known as the 
wheelmen’s paradise, it is not an unusual 
sight to see persons distinguished In all the 
walks of life going to and from their busi- 
ness on bicycles. Speaker Reed has not yet 
made his appearance at the Capitol attired 
in a regulation uniform, nor has he been 
found astride a wheel. There are three 
other Congressmen, however, who enjoy 
bicycle riding and will not be deprived of 
their pleasure under any circumstances. 
They are Uncle Joe Cannon of Illinois, 
Chairman of the Appropriations committee:

SUPPORT AMBASSADOR BAYARD, 
Minority Opinion of the Committee 
Does Not Favor Censure. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—Mr. Dinsmore 
of Arkansas today filed the minority report 
of the Committee on Foreign Affairs on the 
‘resolution to censure Ambassador Bayard.

Repre- 
sentatives of the United States in foreign 
countries are, properly and exclusively, as 
to the regulation of the propriety or dis- 
creetness of their conduct, under the direc- 
tion and control of the Executive Depart- 
ment of the government, and any interfer- 
ence by Congress in this respect can have 
only the effect of detracting from the dig- 
nity and usefulness of our foreign service.”’ 

The report is signed by Mr. McCreary (D., 
Ky.), Mr. Tucker (D., Va.), Mr. Money (D., 
Miss.), and Mr. Dinsmore (D., Ark.).

Concerning his knowled of revolvers, he 
said the ‘‘ gun” Dix gave him and the one 
he had just seen were both alike. They 
were, he said, 48-caliber, but he did not 
know of what metal they were made. He 
grew sulky under the questioning and at 
last said: 

“I don’t know. I did not examine the 
run.” 

“That’s all,” said Mr. Furthmann. 


Testimony of Clarence White. 


Clarence White was the last witness. A 
big bundle of clothing was given him, and at 
Mr. Morrison’s order he untied it and held 
up each article it contained, identifying each 
in turn.

GENERAL NEWS FROM NEW YORK, 


Leather Trust Submits Annual Re- 
ports and Elects Officers. 

New York, Feb. 26.—The annual report of 
the United States Leather company, sub- 
mitted to the yearly meeting of stockholders 
today, shows net earnings of $0,367,8i4 anda 
Yotal surplus of $6,470,609, after dividend 
payments of $3,684,000.

Dies from the Bite of a Cat. 

Matthew J. Robbins, 52 years old, a jani- 
tor, died today from blood-poisoning, fol- 
lowing the bite of a cat. Dr. Leonard C. 
Sanford, who had charge of the case, at 
the Presbyterian Hospital, said when Rob- 
bins was admitted to the institution on 
Feb. 16 he had a slight mark on his finger, 
that had been caused by a cat. Robbins 
sank rapidly after his admission to the 
hospital, and on Monday it was found 
necessary to amputate his arm. The am- 
putation, however, did not save his life. 


Heine Fountain Again, 

The Special Art committee appointed by 
the Board of Aldermen to hear arguments 
for and against the acceptance by the City 
of New York of the Heine fountain, and to 
decide whether or not the fountain is worth 
a place among the city’s works of art, has 
prepared two reports. The majority report 
is unfavorable to the resolution providing 
for acceptance of the fountain.

HOW TO MEET THE CUT. 


SCHOOL BOARD FINANCE COMMITTEE 
WILL CALL A CONFERENCE, 


Effect on the Higher Grades Is Dis- 


cussed at the Meeting, but None Ad- 
vocates Their Closing Outright— 
Washington Hesing Talks of Build- 
ing Operations and Half-Days—Lu- 
ther Laflin Mills Wants Aldermen 
and Trustees to Advise Together. 

The Finance committee of the Board of 
Education met yesterday. The committee 
consists of Messrs. Mallette, Blount, and 
Haugan, and Mr. Haugan was absent. The 
$2,000,000 cut was the subject of conversa- 
tion, and the committee formally agreed to 
invite the Chairmen of all the committees 
to meet the Finance committee at some 
future time to confer as to what it was 
necessary to do in view of the action of the 
Council. 

This action was significant, as the Re- 
trenchment committee seems to have 
thought it would be allowed to arrange the 
matter. Chairman Halle of the Retrench- 
ment committee casudlly dropped in, and 
when Mr. Mallette told him of the action 
taken convening the Chairmen of all the 
committees he looked down at the table and 
said nothing. 

The members of the committee and their 
visitors talked freely’‘and earnestly concern- 
ing the cut, the best way of meeting it, and 
the probable effect on the high schools in 
particular. None of them went to the ex- 
tent of advocating the closing of the high 
schools except as a last resort. 


Mr. Blount’ contented himself with saying ° 


the framers of the school law never contem- 
plated furnishing a college education. Mr. 
Mallette could stand considerable reduction 
of the amount spent on the high schools, but 
was strongly opposed to altering the present 
organization of public school education. 

It was agreed all around more time was 
necessary, to reach any wise conclusion on 
the direction retrenchment should take to 
amount to $2,000,000. Mr. Halle said: ** We 
have only just now swallawed this dose and 
we must have a little time to digest it.”’ 

Mr. Blount said the money to pay Feb- 
ruary salaries would be in the Treasury by 
the time it was needed. 


Closing High Schools. 


The feeling against the closing of the high 
schools is.-much more intense outside the 
Board of Education than in it. 

Washington Hesing, who is an ex-member 
of the board, said: 

‘IT am entirely in sympathy with THE 
TRIBUNE in demanding primary and gram- 
mar schools enough for all the children, 
whatever else must be given up to supply 
them. I would not sacrifice the high schools 
first of all to this necessity, but if the worst 
comes to the worst I would close the high 
schools, or at least keep them stationary 
and make them less expensive in order to fur- 
nish primary and grammar schools for all 
the children who would attendthem. Atthe 
same time I would regard the closing of the 
high schools, even if necessary, a lasting 
shame to the City of Chicago. 

‘‘When it comes to closing the high schools 
in order to turn over money for building pur- 
poses I should strongly oppose it. There has 
not been much corruption in the board, but 
what there has been there has been prac- 
ticed in connection with buildings and 
grounds. Rather than do this I would be 
willing to erect no new school buildings 
in 1897. We have, it is true, 16,000 children 
on half-day accommodations, but a few 
years ago there were 30,000 of them, and I 
would rather the number remain 16,000 for 
another year than that any of the money 
appropriated for educational purposes be di- 
verted to building purposes. 

‘* I expect some alteration hereafter in the 
Council’s school appropriations. The fig- 
ures have got to be alt€red or the whole levy 
will be void.”’ * 


Luther Laflin Mills’ View. 


Luther Laflin Mills, when asked how he 
viewed the closing of the high schools, said: 


‘* The suggestion of the possible suspending 


for one year, or any length of time, of the 
work of the high schools of Chicago 
can but arouse the people of our city against 
such an event, which would be not only a 
terrible diminution of its educational forces, 
but would place a blot on the name of Chi- 
cago throughout the world. 

‘The high school, as an essential part of 
our school system, needs no defense in this 
community, and it is too deeply imbedded in 
the appreciation and affections of the peo- 
ple to be disturbed without an expression of 
their remonstrance. Changes inits methecds, 
as in those of the schools generally, in view 
of existing conditions, may be mecessary, 
but the public would resent the slightest at- 
tack upon it as an institution. 

‘‘If the danger which is threatened be real 
it cannot be unduly magnified in its serious- 
ness, and would seem to call for an imme- 
diate conference of representatives of the 
Board of Education and of the Common 
Council, to which the editors of our public 
journals and other leading citizens, acting 
advisorily, might be invited, to devise 
methods for preventing such a great calam- 
ity. The question involved is one above mere 
politics, or the interest of any classes or 
class: it is a question of the highest public 
welfare and of gravest concern to the entire 
community.”

MISS FISHER IN CUSTODY. 


FEMALE DETECTIVE IS CHARGED 
WITH ATTEMPTED BLACKMAIL,

Warrant Is Sworn Out by A. P. H. 
Clarke, Treasurer of the Graylock 
Hotel Company—He Declares the 
Prisoner Had Demanded Money 
from Mrs. H. 8S. Bessenger, a Guest 
of the House—Her Reports Said to 
Read Against Her. 


Miss M. Fisher, a female detective em- 
ployed by the Matt Pinkerton agency, was 
arrested last night by police from Lieut. 
Thomas’ Cottage Grove Avenue Station 
charged with attempting to levy blackmail 
upon Mrs. H. S. Bessenger, who lives with 
her husband in the fashionable Hotel Gray- 
lock, No. 2427 Michigan avenue. 

Late on Tuesday afternoon A. P. H. Clarke, 
Treasurer of the Graylock Hotel company, 
sought counsel with Lieut. Thomas. He 
said a demure young woman had taken 
apartments at the Graylock two weeks ago, 
the rooms adjoining the suite occupied by H. 
S. Bessenger and wife being assigned to her. 
Mr. Bessenger was absent in New York on 
business, and his wife had called upon him 
that day to complain the demure young 
woman had attempted to extort money from 
her, saying she was a detective. 

This young woman told Mrs. Bessenger, 
Mr. Clarke said, she had seen things which 
she would report to Mr. Bessenger if she 
was not paid for not reporting them, and the 
Sum demanded was $300. Mrs. Bessenger 
said she would give an answer on the fol- 
lowing day. 

The answer arrived at 6:30 o’clock last 
night at the Graylock Hotel in the form of 
a warrant issued by Justice Richardson on 
information sworn to by Mr. Clarke, charg- 
ing attempted blackmail. 

The‘arrest of Miss Fisher caused a sensa- 
tion at the hotel, although effected as quietly 
nas possible. After getting the complaint 
Lieut. Thomas placed several detectives on 
the case and soon learned Miss Fisher had 
proceeded cleverly with her scheme. Until 
the young woman was arrested it was im- 
possible to discover with what agency she 
It was discovered she had 
caused a hole to be bored through the wall 
between one of the rooms of her suite and 
that occupied by Mrs. Bessenger. When 
the demand for hush money was made the 
woman detective said she had “ seen ’’ with 
her own eyes and took the pains to show 
Mrs. Bessenger the hole. 

When Miss Fisher was arrested she was 
taken at once to the Cottage Grove Avenue 
and there interviewed by Lieut. 

She finally said she was connect- 
ed with the Matt Pinkerton agency, and an 
investigation proved that part of her state- 
ment true. It was also learned she had 
been sent to the hotel by the agency to watch 
Mrs. Bessenger. When the principal of the 
agency was notified, he reviewed the reports 
she had made in her work, but their evi- 
dence was against Miss Fisher. 

Miss Fisher remained in Lieut. Thomas’ 
office until 10:50 o’clock last night, when 
cther operatives of the agency secured bonds 
for her release. 

Treasurer Clarke denounced the whole af- 
fair as an outrage, totally unwarranted, and 
calculated to injure Mrs. Bessenger. Lieut. 
Thomas and his detectives entirely agreed 
with him.

THE REVENUE BILL KILLED. 

The House tariff bill designed to providé 
revenue sufficient to meet the existing de- 
ficiency of income is definitely and finally 
disposed of. There, was little hope of its 
passage in view of the unpatriotic opposi- 
tion of the Democrats and the hostility of 
the Populists. What chances. it had have 
been disposed of by the inflexible deter- 
mination of so-called Republican Senators 
from silver mining States to rule or ruin. 
If the Republican party will not assist in 
the debasement of.the currency they will 
do all they can to defeat whatever legisla- 
tion it proposes. ' 

Two weeks ago Messrs. Teller, Mantle, 
Dubois, and Carter voted against taking 
up the revenue bill. On Tuesday, when an- 
other and the last attempt was made, Mr. 
Gennon of Utah joined with them and the 
bill was shelved by a vote of 33 to 22, and yet 
those five men pretend to be solicitous for 
the welfare of the country and to be mem- 
bers of the Republican party, whose meas- 
ure this is, 

The bill was a necessary one. It wasa 
non-political measure to furnish ‘enough 
revenue to meet the current expenses of the 
government, As Senator Sherman said: 

It is a disgrace to our civilization; it Vg a dis- 
grace to the country itself that we are now ex- 
pending $30,000,000 a year more than the receipts 
of the government, and that Congress, now in 
session, with both Houses fully armed with power 
to furnish the revenwe, is idle and refuses to act, 

The official reason given for voting in the 
negative by Mr. Teller, the spokesman of 
this knot of silver mining States’ Senators, 
was that there was no expectation or in- 
tention at any time that the bill should be- 
come alaw. It had been said publicly that 
the bill was “ for the purpose of political 
gain and political advantage.” This shame- 
ful effort to pass a tariff bill is degrading to 
the American Senate and those who take 
part in it. 


disputed. That the revenue bill would so 
increa*e the income of the government as 
to niake receipts equal expenditures is ad- 
mitted. This bill received the votes—pairs 
included—of 233 Republican members of 
the House. It is an impudent falsehood to 
say that those men: and the thirty-nine Re- 
publican Senators who will vote for the bill 
are playing for “ political gain and political 
advantage.” 

Senator Teller assumes that he and his 
fellow-maleontents possess all the virtue 
and honesty of the Republican party—that 
they are actuated by principle and all the 
other members of that party are not. It is 
not, principle, however, which causes him 
and them to vote against their party. It is 
the hope that that organization may be bull- 
dozed iuto some recognition of the heresy 
of free coinage, 

In that they will be mistaken. What 
they have done will strengthen, not weaken, 
the financial plank of the Republican plat- 
form. Nothing will be done-to placate 
traitors. An honest money candidate will 
be nominated on an honest money platform. 
When that is done they will doubtless with- 
draw officially from the party. No one will 
regret their departure. They can injure it 
less while they are outsiders than they have 
done while pretending to belong to it.

THE TORRENS AOT. 

An insuranee company which has been 
in the habit of loaning a great deal of money 
here announces that it will make no loans 
on real estate which has been registered 
under the Torrens act. 

This does not indicate any special hostili- 
ty to the new system. It is simply evidence 
of the conservatism which one looks for in 
nan old and well-established concern which 
is handling trust funds. Suits have been 
commenced attacking the constitutionality 
of the Torrens law. While they are pend- 
ing prudence dictates that no unnecessary 
risks be taken. 

It is not unlikely that some otlier loaning 


icy, and may adhere to it for some time. 
For it is possible that the suits which have 
been commenced may be decidedin favor of 
the law and yet leave undetermined the 
question whether the provision is valid 
which cuts off all suits to recover possession 
of land unless brought within five years 
after the first registration. Thus it may be 
more than five years before every portion of 
the law is passed upon by the Supreme 
Court. 

But that is a matter of comparatively lit- 
tle consequence. Few seem seriously to 
anticipate the success of any efforts which 
may be made to invalidate the law, and 
there will be an abundance of capital which 
its holders will be ready to loan on Jand 
which has. been registered under the act, 
And, as a comparatively small amount wil] 
be registered at first, the ultra cautious 
lenders will find an abundance of unregis- 
tered real estate in which to invest their 
money. 


THE LOAN AND THE RESERVE. 

The gold reserve in the National Treas- 
ury on Tuesday evening amounted to $123,- 
522,000. It is not considered probable that 
it will be increased much further by pay- 
ments for the bonds to be taken out be- 
tween this and the middie of June, when 
the last installment will fall due. It is ex- 
pected that the rest of the payments will be 
made mostly if not entirely with gold drawn 
from the Treasury by the “ endless chain ” 
process, which has been the cause of so 
much depletion in the past, and that in the 
meantime there will be heavy drafts on the 
Treasury for gold to send abroad in pay- 
tment of trade balances. 

The result of drawing out gold with which 
te pay for the bonds would not be a lessen- 
ing of the reserve if no more were taken out 
than is paid back, but there is reason to ap-

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THE HON. JERRY SIMPSON VS. MRS. LEASE. 

The amenities of life are being rudely 
shattexed by an unseemly dispute between 
the ffon.

crawls across my path.” 

What will the Hon. Jerry Simpson do 
now? Will he dare to-reply and thus 
acknowledge himself to be a “ barkinz 
cur” or a “crawling worm’’? Will he be 
silent and permit the assumption by the 
few whom he has failed to amuse that he is 
both a “barking cur” and a “ crawling 
worm”? Or even a cur that has ceased to 
bark or a worm that cannot crawl? 

It is an awkward dilemma even for the 
Hon. Jerry Simpson. 
THE CHICAGO VIEW OF BOODLING. 

An article about Chicago printed a few 
days ago in the New York Sun begins with 
the statement that “ what strikes a New- 
Yorker temporarily in Chicago with per- 
haps the greatest force is the matter-of-fact 
way in which the inhabitants of that town 
talk about boodling. The fact is accepted 
by everybody, and the only interest that 
anybody seems to have is a mild curiosity 
as to the price of this franchise or that 
privilege.” 

According to the writer there are no in- 
vestigations and no reform committees to 
stop boodle outrages and bring the of- 
fenders to book, and “ the only regret that 
lingers in the breast of the average citizen 
of Chicago seems to be caused by lack of 
It is a physical and not an 


ethical regret.” 

With whom this stray New-Yorker has 
been associating during his stay here no 
one can tell. His acquaihtances mgy be 
among the class of people of low moral de- 
velopment, who elect boodle Aldermen and 
are rather proud of their exploits. Coming 
from New York, the society of such persons 
would be most congenial. 

Nevertheless it is true that the light and 
niry way in which the subject of boodling is 
dealt with in some quarters is not very edi- 
fying. A degree of shamelessness is ex- 
liibited which must be rather startling to 
people who think boodlers should at least 
pay some attention to the conventionalities 
and pretend to be honest.

in brace games. 

There were men at the Council meeting 
who are not, boodlers and who are above 
suspicion. But they do not seem to have 
been so mindful of the character of the body 
to which they belong as to refrain from 
joining in this disgraceful laughter. He 
cannot feel so very acutely the immorality 
of boodling who can find anything amusing 
in references to it.

WORK IS THE REMEDY. 
The Anti-Tramp convention which met at 
Fond du Lac adopted some sensible resolu- 
tions, which should be brought to the atten- 


tion of the Legislature when it meets next | 


year. 

The convention is of the opinion that, 
while some tramps would be honest labor- 
ing men if they could, most of them do not 
want to be, and are determined to live on 
the public without work. There was a 
time when it was assumed that about all 
tramps would work if they could get a 
chance, All intelligent people understand 
now that very few of them come under that 
category, ind that most of them have taken 
to the road because they think that is the 
easiest way to earn a living. 

The convention recommends that some 
judicious system of labor for all prisoners, 
tramps included, in counts workhouses and 
elsewhere be adopted. There is nothing 
which is better calculated to drive off the 
tramps. They will fight shy of a county 
where when arrested they are made to 
work, hard six days out of the seven. The 
regular meals they will receive will be ab- 
horrent when they have to be paid for by 
regular labor. r 

Work is not a panacea. It will not put an 
end to the tramp nuisance. But those com- 
munities where the begging tramp is locked 
up when caught and set to breaking stone 
or doing something of that kind will find 
themselves measurably free from what has 
become an intolerable nuisance, especially 
in the rural districts, 

Another recommendation is that the sys- 
tem of remunerating public officers for pub- 
lic services by fees should be abolished. 
County Justices get from a quarter of a 
dollar to a dollar for every tramp they com- 
mit. The result is they commit as many as 
they can, and heavy bills are rolled up 
against the county. The convention wants 
to stop that, and has shown its good sense 
by making the general recommendation It 
has. It will be a good thing for Wisconsin 
if the Legislature can be induced to abolish 
the entire fee system. 


THE Hongkong Daily Press of Jan. 24 con- 
tains an address delivered in the Chamber 
of Commerce of that city by Admiral Mak- 
aroff of the Russian navy describing a device 
for minimizing the effects of collisions at 
sea.

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THE TRIBUNE stated yesterday that em- 
ployés of the Milwaukee and St. Paul road 
had torn up a switch track put down near 
its freight depot by the Pan-Handle road 
under authority ofan ordinance. That was 
an error. The track was taken up by em- 
ployés. of the road which had it put down. 
That was done because the ordinance was 
worthless, for the St. Paul owns more than 
half the frontage on the streets to be occu- 
pied, and has not given its consent to the 
laying of any track in therh. Interested 
parties informed the Pan-Handle road that 
that consent had been given, and acting on 
these misstatements it went ahead and put 
down the track. On learning of its mistake 
and ‘being informed of the serious injury 
such a track would be to the St. Paul freight 
house, the Pan-Handle road, whose rela- 
tions with the St, Paul have always been of 
a close and friendly nature, had the track 
removed. The whole trouble grew out of 
the illegal course of the Council in passing 
an ordinance without a petition of a major- 
ity of the frontage while the law makes 
such a petition a prerequisite. The St. Paul 
road is not deserving of blame for anything 
done in connection with this affair. 

THE House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
has reported resolutions censuring Ambagsa- 
dor Bayard for those partisan speeches 
made by him last year, in one of which “ he 
offended a great, body of his countrymen 
who believe in the policy of protection,” and 
in another of which “ he offended all his 
countrymen who believe that Americans are 
capable of self-government.”

In the opinion of the House of Representatives

minish the confidence which they should always 
command at home and abroad.

DRINKERS OF MILK NEED NOT FEAR 


Health Officers Say They Find No Tu- 
bercnlosis Germs. 

Should any Chicago milk drinker fear 
tuberculosis germs in his beverage he need 
not go to the trouble and expense of a trip 
into the country to inspect the cows. Let 
him put the milk on his stove and heat it 
to 170°. That will sterilize it. Bolling is 
not necessary. 

But there. is really no cause for alarm, 
Dr. Reilly of the Board of Health says the 
department is testing all the milk it possibly 
can test, and it is not finding any tubercu- 
losis germs. For two months the milk ex- 
amined by the department has been re- 
markably pure; 

City Bacteriologist Gehrmann spent yes- 
terday morning at the Stock-Yards where 
the cattle from Elgin, infected with tuber- 
culosis, were to be killed. Dr. Gehrmann 
went for the purpose of adding to the 
knowledge and efficiency of his work. 

He has made numerous attempts to dis- 
cover the tubercle germ in milk used in 
the city, but has never,succeeded in so doing. 
Whether this failure had been due to an im- 
perfect system in testing, or because he has 
always tested pure milk, is what the bacter- 
lologist wishes to ascertain. 

Twenty head of dairy cattle sent from 
the State insane asylum on suspicion of be- 
ing afflicted with tuberculosis were slaugh- 
tered for post-mortem examination at Nash 
Bros.’ slaughter-house, Thirty-ninth and 
Butler streets, yesterday morning, The tis- 
sues were examined by Drs. Bartlett, Trom- 
bard, and Binkey in the presence of Charles 
Baker, Secretary of the exchange. Eigh 
teen head were condemned as diseased. The 
other two passed. The physicians declared 
the evidences of disease were pronounced.

Mr. Prus- 
sing admitted that the State has the inherent 
right to tax privileges, but insisted it must do 
so under the limitations of the Constitution 
of lllinois, Which provides all taxes shall 
be uniform according to valuation. The at- 
torney said the exemption of inheritances 
of $20,000 and less to lineal descendants and 
the taxation of inheritances of over $2,000 
to collateral deacendants is unjust and il- 
legal. The law, he said, was passed with the 
object of taxing the rich and exempting the 
poor. 

Judge Carter directed the attorneys to file 
briefs, and took the case under advisement, 
When he renders a decision the case will be 
taken to the Supreme Court. 


MR. HAYKEN’S LEG REALLY BROKEN 


State’s-Attorney of Salt Lake County, 
Utah, Satisfies Himself. 

Mr. C. O. Whittemore, State’s-Attorney 
of Salt Lake County, Utah, has been in the 
city since Saturday last investigating the 
condition of Martin Hayken, the representa- 
tive of the defunct firm of A. H. Andrews & 
Co., who was indicted last fall, together 
with F. A. Cary and F. A. Holbrook of the 
same firm, and three County Commissioners 


_of Salt Lake County, on the charge of bribery 


in connection with the purchase of furniture 
for the new county building in Salt Lake. 

The trial of Mr. Hayken and the three 
Commissioners, Morris, Bamburger, and 
Cohen, was set for Feb. 17, but on Feb. 15 
Mr. Whittemore received a telegram from 
Hayken in Chicago saying he had broken 
his leg and would be unable to be in Salt 
Lake on the day set for histrial. As three 
previous continuances had cost the authori- 
ties at Salt Lake $5,000, and as they sus- 
pected it was the purpose of the accused to 
delay their trial until the fund ratsed for 
their prosecution had been exhausted, Mr. 
Whittemore was sent on here to investigate, 

He found Mr. Hayken confined at his home 
with his leg in a plaster cast, and although 
informed by Dr. J. D. McFatrick, Hayken’s 
physician, the leg was really broken and he 
had set it, Mr. Whittemore, to remove all 
doubts, had Dr. C, K. Lewis examine the 
leg, which was found to be broken as re- 
ported. 

The case was continued to March IT. 


SAYS THE FIRE WAS INCENDIARY. 
Inspector Conway Charges James Mc- 
Sorley with Causing a Blaze. 

Fire Inspector Conway is certain the fire 
that started on Tuesday night in a building 
at No. 1241 West Congress street was of in- 
cendiary origin. He charges James Mc- 
Sorley, who was the only tenant of the prop- 
erty, with causing the blaze. 

McSorley is at the County Hospital, where 
he applied the night the fire occurred for 
treatment for his hands, arms, and face, 
which were badly burned. He is under the 
surveillance of the police, 

Mrs. McSorley is also wanted and search 
is being made for her. The furniture in the 
flat is said to be insured, and it is reported 
Mrs. McSorley has the policies. 

Inspector Conway ‘vestigated the prem- 
ises yesterday. . 

‘“* We found a washboiler filled with boiled 
linseed oil,”’ he said. ‘* In looking further we 
came,across a mattress filled with excelsior 
that had been soaked in some vegetable oil, 
probably linseed. The circumstances all 
point to incendiarism.”’ 

McSorley made a statement to Inspector 
Conway yesterday that he was under the 
influence of liquor and may have dropped a 
cigar stump, thus causing the fire. 


LAMBERT TREE WINS THE CASE. 
Jury Gives Verdict for Rent Garfield 
Track with Interest. 

A jury in Judge Burke's court, where the 
case of Lambert Tree against M. C. Mc- 
Donald was tried, returned a verdict yester- 
day morning finding the lease of the track 
property was a valid one and ex-Judge Tree 
is entitled to $38,320.21, the amount of rent 
due at the beginning of 1894, when the suit 
was begun, with interest to date. The 
amount awarded by the jury is practically 

the amount claimed by the plaintiff. 

The jury brought in also two special find- 
ings—one that the property was not leased 
by Judge Tree for the purpose of betting on 
horse races, and the other that the property 
was not leased to enable the lessees to main- 
tain a place for gambling. 

The attorneys for McDonald entered a 
motion for a new trial. There is still due 
under the lease the rent for the year from 
January, 1894, to February,-1895, amounting 
to $25,000, and suit will be brought against 
McDonald for this amount, with interest to 
date. 


SELLS BIG TRACT TO A SYNDICATE, 


Illinois Central Disposes of 14,000 
Acres of Its Lands. 

The Illinois Central railway sold 14,000 
acres of land yesterday to a syndicate com- 
posed of D. W. Holtslaw of Iuka, J. M. Hin- 
zie of Peoria, and Frank Dallmier, George 
Obert, W. F. Johnson, R. J, Kasserman, 
James Evans, Frank Houchin, Howard 
Ross, and G. W. Fithian of Newton, 

The land is in tracts ranging from forty 
acres to a section, and lies in Marion, Effing- 
ham, Clay, Jefferson, Fayette, Washington, 
and Coles Counties, It is part of the origi- 
nal grant of 2,000,000 acres given by the State 
to the road. 

The syndicate intends to put it all under 
cultivation immediately, and a large part of 
it, being in the fruit belt, will be planted in 
orchards and the products shipped to Chi- 
cago.

He explained that the 
Board of Guardians in London had paid his 
fare, Justice Chott continued the case un- 
til Feb. 28, and instructed the officers to 
visit the British Consul and endeavor to 
induce him to send the boy back to En- 
gland. 


Will Decide Dunlop's Case Today. 

Judge Grosscup has received the report of 
Dr. Frank Billings on the physical condi- 
tioh of Joseph R. Dunlop. The former was 
in conference with the Judge for half an 
hour. Judge Grosscup sent for Mr. Forrest 
and Mr. Dunlop to be in court at 11 o’clock 
today, when he wil! announce his decision.

ATTEMPTS TO KILL BOTH. 


JACOB DIETZEL SHOOTS MRS. HEN- 
RY OHNER AND HIMSELF. 


Quarrel Between the Two, Who Are 
Father and Daughter, Over Domes- 
tie Matters Said to Have Caused the 
Crime—The Old Man Had Become 
Dependent on His Children for Sup- 
port—Both Are Taken to the County 
Hospital. 


Jacob Dietzel, 68 years old, shot his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Henry Ohner, yesterday morning, 
at her home, No. 4836 Bishop street, and 
then turned his pistol upon himself. Both 
are at the County Hospital in precarious 
condition from their wounds, though the 
physicians think Mrs. Ohner may recover. 

The father and daughter had a quarrel 
after breakfast. The neighbors say such 
outbreaks have been frequent between them. 
Dietzel has been living with Mrs. Ohner for 
a year past, being dependent on his children 
for support, though it is said he was once 
&well-to-do. It is alleged Mrs. Ohner told 
the old man she wished he would go some- 
where else to live, as she was tired of taking 
care of him. He left the house in anger, 
and during the morning visited neighbors, 
borrowing small sums fromthem. When he 
had collected 35 cents in this manner he 
went to 4 neighboring saloon and he drank 
some whisky. 

Dietzel returned to his daughter’s home, 
and she saw at once he had been drinking. 
She upbraided her father, when suddenly he 
turned from her and entered his own room. 
Mrs. Ohner was knitting when her father 
returned to the house, and she was still so 
engaged when he came out of his room a 
short time later with g revolver in his hands, 
With a scream Mrs, Ohner started to leave 
the house. Dietzel pursued her to the door, 
where she stumbled and fel. He fired at her 
then, the bullet entering herrightarm, She 
Sprang up, but Dietzel was too quick for 
her, and another bullet sped at short range 
into her head above the right ear. She fell 
unconscious in a pool of blood. 

Dietzel then turned the weapon upon him- 
self and pulled the trigger twice without re- 
rults. He then placed the revolver beneath 
ae on and discharged a bullet into his 
ieaqd, 

Herman Helgett, who ts almost as old as 
Dietzel, was the first neighbor upon the 
scene. He found the old man in his room 
with the revolver still clasped in his hands. 
After he was disarmed Dietzel fell to the 
floor unconscious. 

Mrs. Ohner was found lying where she 
fell by neighbors, and doctors and the police 
were sent for. The woman still held the 
knitting work upon which she had been en- 
gaged when her father reéntered her home 
after his visit to the saloon. 

When the police arrived Jacob Ohner, the 
16-year-old son of Mrs. Ohner, came running 
to the house. He had heard of what had 
happened, and was almost crazed when he 
saw his mother’s and grandfather’s condi- 
tion. When the police attempted to take his 
mother to the ambulance for conveyance to 
the County Hospital, the boy would not hear 
of the plan. It did not take long to convince 
him, howeyer, this was for the best, but he 
insisted upon accompanying the injured 
woman. This he was permitted te do. 

The husband of the wounded woman is em- 
ployed in the canning department of Ar- 
mour’s Packing company. Mrs. Ohner Is 45 
yers old. 

Last night the husband of Mrs. Ohner told 
the police the assault of the aged father on 
his daughter’s life and his own had been 
thought over for a long time. He had a let- 
ter tending to show as much, which he gave 
to the police, 


CORONER’S JURY ACQUITS F. HAASE, 


Finds the Killing of “Ball” Hickey 
Was Justifiabie. 

It took a Coroner’s jury at the Halsted 
Street Station five minutes yesterday to 
reach a verdict finding Frederick Haase, No. 
8254 Oakley avenue, entirely justified in 
killing ‘“‘ Bull’? Hickey during an attempt 
made by the latter and two unidentified com- 
panions on Tuesday night to “hold up” 
Haase in his butcher shopandrobhim, Aft-

er his discharge from custody Haase re- 
turned to his shop in Oakley avenue, and 
resumed business, 

Coroner McHale personally conducted the 
inquest. Mr. Haase first told the story of 
the assault made on him by Hickey and two 
other men, his recital agreeing in all ma- 
terial points and minor details with the ac- 
counts already printed. Mrs. Haase was 
sworn, and corroborated her husband's 
statement. Edmund Hickey, “ Bull’s”’ 
father, established the dead man’s identity. 

These were the only witnesses before the 
jury. Theknife with which the fatal cutting 
was done was produced and identified by its 
owner. It has a blade about a foot long, an 
inch and a half wide at the handle, but 
ground dewn nearly its entire length until 
it is not over one-quarter of an inch wide at 
the point. : 

Mr. Haase, to whom the police give credit 
for ridding the city of an altogether bad and 
troublesome citizen, was born in this city 
forty-four years ago, and has been in the 
butcher business about six years. He hasa 
wife and six children, the eldest 14 years old 
and the youngest 8 months. He is a cousin 
of Desk Sergeant Henry Atzel of the Canal- 
port Avenue Police Station. This isthe first 
time he has come in contact with the Police 
Department in any way. 

‘“T am sorry it was necessary for me to 
kill the man,” said Mr. Haase, “ but if I 
hadn’t he would have killed me.” 

Diligent but so far fruitless search is being 
made for the two men who were with Hick- 
ey on Tuesday night. Lieut. Taylor of the 
Deering Street Station brought in a number 
of men yesterday, but they were not the.ones 
wanted. 


Fined $20 for Stealing Papers.

TAKE ISSUE WITH STONE. 


DENY HIS ASSERTION CYCLING IN- 
CREASES DRUNKENNESS. 


What Wheelmen Have to Say of the 
Declaration a Stimulant Is Made 
Necesary by Bicycle Riding—Con- 
troverted by Julian P. Bliss—Why 
the Use of Liquor Cannot Be In- 
duliged in by Those Who Follow thei 
Sport—Road-Houses and Patrons. 


F. P. Stone, who spoke in Apollo Hall 
on Monday night before the Young Men's 
club of the Central Church, has involved 
himself in a controversy with bicycle rid- 
ers by delivering an address on ‘‘ The Re- 
lation of the Church to the Temperance 
Question.’’ Mr. Stone said bicycle riding 
was directly responsible for an increase 
in the number of road-houses in Chicago 
suburbs, and declared the exercise of riding 
made a stinrulant necessary. All his ar- 
guments were in support of the theory bi- 
cycle riding was not only a foe to temper- 
ance, but directly responsible for an in- 
crease in drunkenness. 

Practical wheelmen deny Mr. Stone's as- 
sertions. Julian P. Bliss, who is a prominent 
member of the Chicago Cycling club, says: 

“ With all due deference to Mr. Stone, he 
has been talking of something he knows 
nothing . about. Wheelmen can’t drink 
much and do any great amount of riding 
the same day. What they pay into road- 
houses will not go far towards the support 
of the places. So far as I know no road- 
houses have sprung up since riding be- 
came so popular. All bicyclists know and 
admit the best thing for thirst is a swallow 
or two of water. People who go outside 
of the city to ride do so to see the country 
and the scencry. When they become tired 
they naturally seek the snade offered by 
a tree along the roadside, rather than the 
questionable comforts of a road-house. 


Need No Stimulant. 


“It fs foolish for anyone to assert riders 
need stimulants. The exercise they take 
gives them that. When it tires them to a 
— where they must have something to 

race up on they had better turn around be- 
fore reaching a road-house and go home. 

“If Mr. Stone rode a wheel—and I don’t 
suppose he does—he would know that when 
out on a dusty country road there is nothing 
more grateful to a tired and thirsty rider 
than a little water, enough to rinse the 
mouth out, and maybea swallow to drive the 
dust down the.throat. That is all he wants, 
and all he generally takes.’’ 

“Jimmy” Levy, Captain of the Chicago 
Cycling club, said: ‘‘ We make it a rule, on 
club runs, not to stop at places where in- 
toxicating drinks are sold. Men inclined to 
drink will do so anyway. Bicycle riding has 
nothing todo withit. Mr. Stone’s assertions 
are wide of the truth. There is nothing in 
wheeling to increase an appetite for liquor. 
Ther are a great many ministers in town 
who ride, and certainly they would not en- 
courage any wrong doing. 

“The unquestionable tendency of riding 
is to broaden the mind, to build up the con- 
stitution, and, where it is indulged in on 
Sunday, to better fit one for the work of the 
coming week. It may keep young men 
away from church, but it also keeps them 
away from saloons and billiard halls.” 


What George K. Barrett Says. 


George K. Barrett, editor of Bearings, 
spoke for the entire editorial staff of the 
paper. ‘‘A bicycle,”’ he said, “is a mighty 
poor means of connecting a man with a 
brewery. A rider under tthe influence of 
liquor is a sight I have yet to see. If riding 
encouraged intemperance it seems to me 
you would find liquor in the club-houses. [I 
am familiar with the internal arrangements 
of all of them, and they are the last places in 
town I would visit if I wanted a drink. 

*“*I don’t deny some riders use liquor to 
excess. But if they get it at a roadhouse 
they go after it in a buggy.”’ 

Charles K. Anderson, a member of the 
Lincoln and the Chicago Cycling clubs, and 
who was largely responsible for the forma- 
tion of the woman’s auxillary in the latter 
organization, said: “If a man wants to 
drink he will do so anyway, but you may put 
it down for a fact a man will drink more off 
a wheel than on -it,-and roadhouses have 
not increased drunkeness among riders. 
There are a number of roadhouses on the 
Elgin-Aurora course, but they are not sup- 
ported by riders. So far as I know the num- 
ber of the resorts has not increased because 
of the growing popularity of wheeling. 
When the roads were used only for horses 
and buggies the-roadhouses were there just 
the same. A man can’t drink and bea rider. 
Anything that goes to his knees is fatal. 
When a man is out on his wheel he is not out 
for a spree.”’ 


Prepare forthe Race.

THINKS YACHT RACE CERTAIN. 


Berriman Offers a Compromise for 
Canadian Required Measurements. 
Commodore E. C. Berriman of the Lincoln 

Park Yacht club is anxious to meet the con- 

ditions of the Royal Canadian Yacht club 

in order to secure an international race be- 
tween Vencedor and some Canadian boat. 

To a TRIBUNE reporter he gave the following 

account yesterday of the negotiations which 

have been carried on with the Canadian 

Club: 

“With reference to the Lincoln Park 
Yacht club challenge to the Royal Canadian 
Yacht club last Friday we received a letter 
from the Secretary of the Royal Canadian 
Yacht club which led the members of our 
Challenge committee to believe there must 
be some misunderstanding, and after due 
consideration decided it’ wise to send one of 
the committee to Toronto. Mr. E. P. War- 
ner was selected, and after consulting with 
the Royal Canadian Yacht club he wired us 
as follows: 

“*If you will reduce your sail plan and 
perhaps a little on the water line until cor- 
rected length by actual area rule is forty-five 
feet and agree to allow double time allow- 
ance for all over forty-five, may be able to 
arrange race with a forty-two-footer. An- 
swer me in care of Commodore Lucas, Ham- 
ilton, Ont.’ 

*“ To this I-replied: ‘ Vencedor can be made 
to sail at forty-six feet, corrected lengths, 
New York measurement. Mr. Poekal will 
be here today and. will give you fyrther in- 
formation.’ 

“The Racine Boat Manufacturing com- 
pany sent its designer, Mr. Poekal, to Chi- 
cago to confer with me, and after figuring 
decided to reduce the sail area, and we wired 
Mr. Warner at Hamilton, Ont., to that effect. 

“‘ At 5:30 yesterday we received a telegram 
from Mr. Warner which said: ‘ Can't do bet- 
ter than already stated except not to exteed 
one-half foot.’ To this I wired we could 
make corrected length by actual sail area 
rule and give forty-six feet seven inches 
, no gg time allowance for over forty-five 
eet. 

“Another message was re@eived this 
morning from Mr. Warner saying he was 
confident of an acceptance. 

“From this it can be seen by cutting down 
the sail area and making other changes 
we have been able to reduce Vencedor’s sail- 
ing length to within one inch of that re- | 
quired by the Canadian Yacht club, and from 
the last message we take it there is every 
prospect of closing the race. We have made 
deductions of sail area of Vencedor in order 
to meet their demands which may prove 
somewhat of a disadvantage. 

* A letter was received from E. P. Warner 
in which he verifies this conjecture and says 
the Sailing committee of the Royal Canadian 
Yacht club is to present the compro- 
mise made before the (full = club, 
and it is his opinion it will be accepted and a 
race assured.

STATUE FOR FATHER MARQUETTE. 


— 


Will Be Unveiled in the National Cap- 
itol During the Week. 
Washington,. D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.]— 
The unveiling of the Marquette statue in the 
Capitol statuary hall will take place this 
week. The statue is in commemoration of 
Father Marquette, the explorer, whom the 
Northwest delights to hohor. His footsteps 
through the virgin forests along the great 
lakes centuries ago opened the path for all 
the settlements to follow. United to a bold 
and adventurous mind were @ breadth of 
sympathy and gentleness of nature that en- 
abled him to greet the red man in his native 
woods, not as an enemy, but as a brother. 
Marquette’s kindness to the Indian was the 
natural expression of a brother by nature to 
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MARQUETTE STATUE, 
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which geographical lines and hints of com- 
plexion were as nothing. Some of the finest 
legends in the Northwest are connected with 
his journeyings. 

It is said that once when he was setting 
out from a post to plunge into the trackless 
forest a friend remonstrated with him and 
said: *““Why do you go? You have nothing 
to gain there.’’ 

‘* Quite true,” replied-the priest calmly. 
‘*I may get nothing from them, but they 
may get much from me,’’ and pointing up- 
ward he disappeared among the trees, never 
to be seen there again. 

Father Marquette, in the garb of the Jesuit 
fathers, floated down the Wisconsin in a 
birchbark canoe to the Mississippi River. 
He went ashore one day and was long gone. 
His followers went to look for him. They 
found he had died at prayer, kneeling before 
the cross he had carried so long and fear- 
lessly. They took his remains back to Wis- 
consin and buried them in a spot near St. 
Ignace, Mich., that was shamefully neglect- 
ed until last summer, when a handsome 
monumental stone was erected to mark his 
last resting place. 

The statue is a gift of the State of Wiscon- 
sin to the Nation. The ceremony will take 
place at noon on Friday or Saturday. The

More Orders on Hand at the Present 
than in Any Previous February— 
Surplus Is Sufficient for Dividends 
in June—Northwestern “LL” Right 
of Way Will Cost $2,400,000 Net— 
Unusual Activity im Alley “L” 
Stock—West Chicago Strong. 

The Western Stone company has more 
orders on hand at the present time than it 
has ever had before at this season of the 
Several large contracts have been 
made which insure a busy season for several 
months to come. An officer of the company 
said yesterday the cash surplus and book 
accounts of the company at the present time 
were sufficient to warrant the company in 
paying a3 percent semi-annual! dividend in 
June, and probably a similar dividend in De- 
cember. The prospects of the company may 
be said to be better at the present time than 
they have ever been. One of the things 
which the future will bring the company will 
be the elimination of all tolls now paid the 
canal as soon as the drainage canal is com- 
pleted. Toll is charged for each ton of 
freight passing through the canal, and last 
year, which was a dull one for the company, 
cost in the way of toll charges more than 
$30,000, or an excess of 1 per cent upon the 
total capital stock of the company. The 
Western Stone company has the contract for 
the stone work for the Lake-Front Park, 
and this will be a considerable item in the 
company’s business for the present year. 

Considerable interest was manifested yes- 
terday in the statement regarding the ex- 
penditures of the Columbia Construction 
company for right of way, for foundations, 
and for superstructure. The right of way 
for the Northwestern Elevated railroad will 
cost in the neighborhood of $2,400,000 when 
all accounts are squared. As shown in the 
article printed in THE TRIBUNE yesterday, 
there has been expended so far on rjght of 
way $2,676,188, and the entire right of way 
has not been secured.

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


SHORT LINE FROM KANSAS CITY TO 
THE GULF OF MEXICO. 


Its Completion Expected to Cause a 
Divergence of Western Grain from 
Chicago and New York—Shippers 
Will Be Able te Reach Tide Water 
at Greatly Reduced Freight Rates 
—New Route Will Be Ready for 
Business by Sept. 1. 


A new route will be opened from Kansas 
City to the Gulf Sept. 1 next which will 
greatly aggravate the diversion of export 
grain traffic from Missouri River points to 
Southern ports. The Kansas City, Pittsburg 
and Gulf railroad expects to complete a short 
line through to the Gulf of Mexico at Sabine 
Pass, Tex., by that date. The road now runs 
from Kansas City to Stillwell, I. T., a dis- 
tance of 258 miles. Work is now in progress 
On the extension to Sabine Pass, and when 
completed the whole road will be 769 miles 
in length. It is being built with a special 
view of developing trade between Kansas 
City and the Gulf, and expects to secure a 
great deal of the Kansas and Nebraska ex- 
port grain trade and divert it from the routes 
running via Chicago to the Eastern sea- 
board. 

Unless the Eastern trunk line trust awakes 
to the necessity of meeting the competition 
of the Gulf lines it is predicted that in less 
than two years little of the Western grain 
will be shipped east to or by way of Chicago, 
but will all go by the Southern routes. Dur- 
ing the last few months the great bulk of the 
Western export grain has been shipped to 
the Gulf and Southern ports at a rate of 15 
cents per 100 pounds from Kansas City. In 
order to avoid a war with the Western 
Freight Association lines a slight advance 
has been made in the rate by the Gulf roads, 
but with the new Pittsburg and Gulf road in 
operation, which will have a shorter line to 
tide water from Kansas City than any other 
road, the 15-cent rate, or even a lower one, 
will become permanent. The grain rate of 
the trunk line trust from Chicago to New 
York is 20 cents, and no deviation from this 
rate is permitted. From Kansas City to Chi- 
cago the rate on grain is also 20 cents, which 
would make a through rate of 40 cents per 
100 pounds, Kansas City to .New York,

The Western roads occasionally, when 
competition requires it, cut the rate down 
to 15 cents Kansas City to Chicago, but the 
Eastern trust never budges from the 20-cent 
basis, so that at the best it costs 35 cents per 
100 pounds to ship grain from Kansas City 
to New York. 

Kansas City shippers are enthusiastic over 
the prospect. One of the Kansas City pa- 
pers gives vent to its feelings as follows: 

“It is not the water haul that costs, it is 
the railway haul. It requires no tutoring to 
understand what a direct shoot of 767 miles 
to the high seas means to Kansas City as 
against 1,303 miles, 1,208 miles, 1,168 miles, 
and 878 miles. It means that the South- 
western grain will go by way of Kansas City 
to Port Arthur by the shortest possible 
route to deep water, instead of to Chicago 
and New York. It means that the new north 
and south road will be the balance of power 
in railway rates, and Kansas City, instead 
of the dictated, will become the dictator.”’ 


REPAIRS ON ROCK ISLAND BRIDGE. 


Trains May Cross the River by the 
Last of the Week. 

Davenport, Ia., Feb. 26.—[Special.]}—The 
work of building a temporary track for the 
Rock Island road across the 180-foot gap in 
the government bridge has already been be- 
gun. H. A. Parker, assistant to the Presi- 
dent, who is directing the work on behalf of 
the railroad company, says he expects to 
have trains crossing the river again by the 
last of the week. The Phcenix Bridge com- 
pany was fortunate in having on hand some 
of the heavy dimension timber needed for 
the reconstruction of the false work that was 
carried out by the ice, and the Rock Island 
had more of it within reach, so that between 
the two companies, and what.can be saved 
from the wreck, there will be no delay in se- 
curing material for constructing a tem- 
porary track. 

The serious and perplexing phase of the 
situation is the difficulty which will be ex- 
verienced by the steamboat and mill men. 

‘he sawmills are always anxious to begin 
work as soon after the ice goes out as it is 
possible for the steamboats to get to the 
harbors where the logs are wintered. Many 
of the steamers belonging to the lumbermen 
having mills below the bridge are in har- 
bors south of here, afid if they cannot be 
got out and above the bridge before the new 
talse work is put in they will have no means 
of passing the bridge until the draw shall 
have been rebuilt. That may be two or 
three menths hence. 

The fast mail and the Omaha express have 
been annulled west of Rock Island, and the 
Denver limited will léave the main line at 
Fureau and strike it again at West Liberty, 
going over the Chicago, Burlington and 
quincy and Burlington, Cedar Rapids and 
Northern tracks via Peoria and Burlington. 

The Chicago-St. Paul ‘train will run north 
from Rock Island to Clinton and thence via 
the Northwestern tracks te Cedar Rapids. 
The Chicago-Denver train via Kansas City 
will run over the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy tracks from Rock Island to Fairfield. 
Return trains will in each case take the same 
route as the outgoingtrains. Arrangements 
have been made for running from Davenport 
west and from Rock Island east on nearly 
the usual time card. 

The river remains closed with ice below 
here, and strenuous efforts are being made 
to get out the ferryboat and another steam- 
er, which are needed to assist operations at 
the bridge. At present both are ice-bound, 
and communication between Davenport and 
Rock Island is kept up only by rowboats. 


ANOTHER PLAN FOR PACIFIC ROADS, 
Gen. Hubbard of the Central Appears 
Before the House Committee. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—Gen. Hub- 
bard, representing the Central Pacific rail- 
road, wus again before the House Pacific 
Railroad committee today and outlined at 
length the plan he propoges for the settle- 
ment of the debt of thatroad. His planis to 
use the sinking fund, amounting to $6,000,- 
0ov0 for the Central and $20,000,000 for both 
roads, to meet the first of the bonds, some of 
which are already overdue; to give the gov- 
ernment fifty-year 2 per cent income 
bonds for the accrued interest paid by the 
government, and to fund the government 
bonds as they become due into first mort- 
gage 4% per cents. The government bonds 

bear 6 per cent interest. 

This proposition involves an extension of 
the first mortgage indebtedness as the gov- 
ernment bonds are taken up. The question 
of the legality of the extension of the first 
mortgage indebtedness, should it prejudice 
equity in the third mortgage bonds (amount- 
ing to $16,000,000), was raised, but Gen. Hub- 
bard affirmed that this could be done. 

On the question whether the government 
bendholders would accept 4% per cent first 
mortgage bonds when the 6 per cent gov- 
ernment bonds became due, Gen. Hubbard 
said that the bondholders could be con- 
vinced that the security was ample. The 
earnings during the last two years of finan- 
cial depression had been $3,000,000, while the 
interest charges were but $2,500,000. In or- 
dinarily prosperous years there would be no 
trouble about it. 

San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 26.—The United 
States District Attorney has received tele- 
graphic orders from Washington to com- 
mence suit against the Central Pacific rail- 
road company without delay to recover 9,366 
acres of land in Butte, Sutter, Tehama, 
Yuba, and Shasta Counties, valued at the 
present time at close upon $1,000,000. 

The claim of the government to a portion 
of the land it seeks to recover is based upon 
the allegation that it was erroneously pat- 
ented to the Oregon and California railway 
company, a predecessor of the Central Pa- 
cific. 


Saving in Cost of Operation. 

Improvements have been made in the oper- 
ating department of the Union Pacific rai- 
road whereby a great saving in the cost of 
operation is made. In 1894 it cost the Union 
Pacific $1,040,000 less to haul its freight cars 
than it did in 1890, though the tonnage moved 
was greater in 1894. The saving was brought 
about by using locomotives capable of haul- 
ing six additional cars to each train without 


additional cost of operation.

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“WITH UP-TO-DATE WOMEN 


REPUBLICAN WOMEN, FIRE THEIR 
FIRST CAMPAIGN GUN. 


Call Issued for Conference at Great 
Northern—Purpose Is to Consider 
Most Available Candidate for State 
University Truastee—Members Said 
to Favor Some One from Central 
Part of State—Illinois Only State 
Recognizing Woman’s Branch. 

The first official gun of Republican women 
of the State was fired yesterday. In an- 
ticipation of the forthcoming campaign and 
as Chairman of the Illinois Woman's Re- 
publican committee, Mrs. Alice Asbury Ab- 
bott issued a call to the Executive commit- 
tee and Congressional deligates of this or- 
ganization for a conference March 6 and 7 
at the Great Northern. 

This is the first meeting of the committee 
since the campaign of two years ago, when 
these women did notable work in the elec- 
tion of Mrs. Lucy Flower as the Republican 
woman representative on the Board of 
Trustees of the State University. 

This conference will bring to Chicago rep- 
resentative Republican women of Illinois. 
The Congressional delegates, having been 
originally recommended for appointment by 
men from each district who belong to the 
State Republican committee, include:

“This meeting is called,”’ said Mrs. Ab- 


bott, “for the purpose of considering the 
names of such Republican women as would 
be desirable for State University Trustee, to 
be récommended to the State Central com- 
mittee for nomination at the Springfield 
convention. Three trustees are to be nom- 
inated by this body, and the Republican 


* women desire to ask for one representative. 


“The women of this committee will come 
to Chicago instructed to a certain degree 
as to the one whom the Republican women 
of their district desire to have nominated. 
This committee does not assume to nom- 
inate, but merely to make arrangements by 
which it can express to the Springfield con- 
vention the desire of the Republican women 
of the State. 

‘¥ It is hoped a large enough room can be 
secured that on the afternoon-of March 7 
a public meeting of all Republican women in 
and out of the various political clubs may 
be held for the purpose of conferring in the 
matter.”’ 

* Will the nominee be a Chicago woman?” 
was asked. 

“The members of the committee are al- 
most unanimously in favor of asking for the 
nomination of a woman from the central or 
southern part of the State,’’ answered Mrs. 
Abbott. “ The Chicago women are equally 
anxious for this policy as being a fair di- 
vision of honors and more certain to interest 
Republican women in that part of the 
State.” 

It is of special interest to know the Illinois 
State Republican committee is the only 
State committee of any party in the United 
States which has recognized a woman’s com- 
mittee as a part of it. Of this fact Mrs. Ab- 
bott said: 

*“ The term of office of this woman’s branch 
expires at the same time as the men’s State 
Central committee, which will be at the 
Springfield convention. At this time the 
new State Central committee will be ap- 
peinted, and it remains to be seen whether 
the new committee will recognize any 


| woman’s branch for the coming two years.” 


The function of the Illinois Woman’s Re- 
publican committee is to officially represent 
the Republican women of the State, and not 
to organize clubs. At the same time, there 
is a standing committee of this State com- 
mittee, with Mrs. L. B. Shattuck as Chair- 
man, whose province is the organization of 
Chicago and Cook County.

The 
number at. present in use, not including 
electric lights, is: Gas lamps, 35,307; gaso- 
line, 11,304; kerosene, 195. The Mayor thinks 
it will be necessary to dispense with from. 
13,000 to 15,000 of these. Much depends upon 
what terms can be made with the gas com- 
panies. He arranged with F. H. Winston 
for a meeting with the Presidents of the 
various companies at 11 o’clock on Tuesday 
next, when, it is expected, a contract will 
be entered into. 


No More Remission of Fines.
